(a) in relation to a unit in a non-profit housing co-operative occupied by a member of the co-operative, housing charges as 
defined in the Co-operative Corporations Act, other than sector support levies and initial membership fees, or 


(b) in all other cases, rent as defined in the Residential Tenancies Act, 2006; 
“rent-geared-to-income assistance” means rent-geared-to-income assistance as defined in section 38 of the Act; 
“special priority household category” means the category referred to in sections 53 and 79. 


(2) For the purpose of the definition of “abuse” in subsection (1), abuse is done by any of the following persons against an 
individual: 


1. The individual’s spouse, parent, child or other relative.

i. only in respect of the housing project, and 
ii. only with respect to the period of time in which the entity owns the housing project.

12. (1) The subsidy required under subsection 28 (1) of the Act must include sufficient funding to enable the local 
housing corporation, 


(a) to maintain the program | (a) housing projects owned by the corporation in a satisfactory state of repair and fit for 
occupancy;

(c) to make the payments the corporation is required to make under any mortgage transferred to the corporation by a 
transfer order under Part IV of the former Act. 
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(2) Subsection (1) applies, with necessary modifications, to a subsidy to which an entity is entitled under subsection 28 (2) 
of the Act. 


RESTRICTION ON CERTAIN CORPORATE CHANGES

13. The following requirement is prescribed for the purposes of clause 32 (b) of the Act: 


1. The local housing corporation must still be a local housing corporation under section 30 of the Act after the shares are 
issued.

22. For each service manager set out in Schedule 4, the number in column 4 is prescribed for the purposes of paragraph | 
of subsection 41 (1) of the Act. 


RENT-GEARED-TO-INCOME ASSISTANCE — ELIGIBILITY RULES 
Provincial eligibility rules, para. 42 (1) 1 of the Act 


23. The rules in sections 24 to 32 are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 42 (1) of the Act, as 
provincial eligibility rules for determining eligibility for rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


Basic requirements — age, independence and citizenship, etc. 
24. (1) For a household to be eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance, 
(a) at least one member of the household must be 16 years old or older and able to live independently; and 
(b) each member of the household must meet at least one of the following criteria: 
(1) the member is a Canadian citizen, 


(11) the member has made an application for status as a permanent resident under the /mmigration and Refugee 
Protection Act (Canada), or 


(111) the member has made a claim for refugee protection under the /mmigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada). 


(2) For the purposes of clause (1) (a), an individual is able to live independently if he or she can carry out the normal 
essential activities of day-to-day living, either on his or her own or with the aid of support services that the individual 
demonstrates will be provided when required. 


Ineligibility — removal order 


25. A household is ineligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance if a removal order has become enforceable under the 
Immigration and Refugee Protection Act (Canada) against any member of the household. 


Ineligibility — amounts owed by household 


26. (1) A household is ineligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance if a member of the household owes, with respect to 
a previous tenancy in any housing project under any transferred housing program, 


(a) arrears of rent; 
(b) an amount required by a service manager under section 56 of the Act or section 86 of the former Act; or 
. (c) an amount for damage caused by a current member of the household. 
(2) Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to arrears or an amount owed by a member of the household if, 
(a) the service manager is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances; or 


(b) a member of the household has entered into an agreement, or made reasonable efforts to enter into an agreement, with 
the person to whom the arrears or amount is owed for the payment of the arrears or amount and the service manager is 
satisfied that the member is making or intends to make all reasonable efforts to repay the arrears or amount. 


(3) The arrears or amount owed by a member of the household is deemed, for the purposes of clause (2) (b), to be one-half 
of the actual arrears or amount owed if, 


(a) a request has been made for the household to be included in the special priority household category and the request 
would be or has been granted; and 


(b) the arrears or amount is owed with respect to a unit of which the member and the abusing individual were joint tenants. 
Cessation of eligibility — initial eligibility requirements 


27. For greater certainty, a household that has been determined to be eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance ceases 
to be eligible if, 


(a) the household is no longer eligible under section 24; or 
(b) the household becomes ineligible under section 25 or 26. 
Cessation of eligibility — failure to notify of changes 


28. (1) A household ceases to be eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance if the household fails to notify the service 
manager, in accordance with this section, of a change described in subsection (2). 


(2) The change referred to in subsection (1) is a change to any information or document that the household previously 
provided to the service manager and that the household was required to provide for the purposes of determining the 
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household’s eligibility or continued eligibility for rent-geared-to-income assistance or for the purposes of determining the 
amount of rent payable by the household. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), a notification of a change must be given to the service manager within 30 days after the 
change or within such longer period after the change as the service manager may establish. 


(4) The service manager may extend the period of time for notifying the service manager, either before or after the period 
has expired. 


(5) The household shall notify the service manager, 
(a) for a change to a document, by providing a copy of the changed document; and 
(b) for a change to information, by providing a notice setting out the change. 


(6) This section does not apply to a household occupying a unit provided by a housing provider under its mandate under 
section 76 of the Act to provide housing to households that are homeless or hard to house if the housing provider informs the 
service manager that the housing provider is of the view that requiring the household to comply with this section would be 
inappropriate in the circumstances. 


(7) Despite subsection (1), the service manager may determine that the household remains eligible if the service manager 
is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances. 


Cessation of eligibility - failure to provide information 


29. (1) A household that has been determined to be eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance ceases to be eligible if 
the household fails to provide information requested by the service manager for the purposes of, 


(a) determining, under subsection 52 (1) of the Act or under a rule under paragraph 6 of subsection 46 (1), whether the 
household continues to be eligible; or 


(b) determining, under subsection 50 (1) of the Act, the amount of rent payable by the household. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the service manager may determine that the household remains eligible if the service manager 
is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances. 


Cessation of eligibility — 12 months of normal rent 


30. A household that has been receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance ceases to be eligible for such assistance if, for a 
period of 12 consecutive months, the amount of rent paid by the household is the same as what the rent would be if the 
household were not receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


Cessation of eligibility — failure to obtain income 


31. (1) If the service manager is of the opinion that a member of a household that is receiving rent-geared-to-income 
assistance may be eligible to receive income of a type set out in subsection (2) and the member is not receiving such income, 
the service manager may give the household a written notice, 


(a) stating that the member may be eligible to receive income of the type specified in the notice; 


(b) requesting the member to apply for that income and to make reasonable efforts to do whatever is required to obtain a 
decision on the application and receive that income; and 


(c) giving the household a reasonable period of time specified in the notice within which to inform the service manager of 
the results of the application. 


(2) The types of income referred to in subsection (1) are the following: 

1. Basic financial assistance under the Ontario Works Act, 1997. 

2. Support under the Divorce Act (Canada), the Family Law Act or the Interjurisdictional Support Orders Act, 2002. 
Unemployment benefits under the Employment Insurance Act (Canada). 
A benefit under section 2 of the Ontario Guaranteed Annual Income Act. 


A pension or supplement under Part I or II of the Old Age Security Act (Canada).

Support or maintenance resulting from an undertaking given with respect to the member under the /mmigration and 
Refugee Protection Act (Canada). 


(3) A household that has been given a notice under subsection (1) ceases to be eligible for rent-geared-to-income 
assistance if the service manager, 


(a) receives no response from the household within the period of time specified in the notice; or 


(b) concludes, after receiving a response from the household, that the member has failed to make reasonable efforts to 
obtain income of the type specified in the notice. 
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(4) Despite subsection (3), the service manager may determine that the household remains eligible if the service manager 
is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances. 


Cessation of eligibility — failure to divest residential property 


32. (1) A household that is receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance ceases to be eligible for such assistance unless each 
member of the household who has a legal or beneficial interest in a freehold or leasehold estate in residential property located 
in or outside Ontario that is suitable for year-round occupancy divests himself or herself of his or her interest in the property 
and gives written verification of the divestment to the service manager. 


(2) The divestment must occur and the verification of the divestment must be given, 


(a) within 180 days after the first day of the month for which the household begins to receive rent-geared-to-income 
assistance, if the member has the interest in the property at the time the household begins to receive rent-geared-to- 
income assistance; or 


(b) within 180 days after the first day of the month in which the member acquires the interest in the property, if the 
member acquires the interest in the property after the household begins to receive rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


(3) The service manager may extend the time for the divestment and verification of the divestment for such period of time 
as the service manager considers appropriate, if the service manager is satisfied that there are reasonable grounds to do so. 


(4) If the household was included in the special priority household category at the time the household began to receive 
rent-geared-to-income assistance and the interest in the property is held jointly by a member of the household and the abusing 
individual, and if the member notifies the service manager that he or she believes that the divestment or the taking of steps to 
effect the divestment would place the member or any other member of the household at risk of abuse from the abusing 
individual, the service manager shall extend the time for the divestment and verification of the divestment for such period of 
time as the service manager considers appropriate. 


(5) In this section, 
“residential property” means, 
(a) in the case of a property that is used for residential purposes, all or part of the property, or 


(b) in the case of a property part of which is used for residential purposes and part of which is used for other purposes, the 
part that is used for residential purposes. 


Local eligibility rules — limits and requirements, subs. 42 (2) and (3) of the Act 


33. (1) The matters on which a service manager may make a local eligibility rule under sections 34 to 39 are prescribed as 
matters for the purposes of subsection 42 (2) of the Act. 


(2) The requirements under sections 34 to 41 are prescribed as requirements for the purposes of subsection 42 (3) of the 
Act. 


Local rule — maximum household income 


34. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule requiring, for a household to be eligible for rent-geared-to- 
income assistance, that the income of the household not exceed a specified maximum income. 


(2) The local eligibility rule must provide that, 


(a) the income of the household is the total income of the members of the household for a 12-month period specified by 
the service manager; and 


(b) the income of the members of the household is the sum of all payments made to, on behalf of, or for the benefit of, the 
members other than payments that are excluded under the local eligibility rule. 


(3) The local eligibility rule may provide for different maximum incomes for units of different types and sizes and for 
units in different parts of the service manager’s service area. 


(4) The maximum income for a unit specified in the local eligibility rule must be at least the household income limit 
prescribed, under Ontario Regulation 370/11 (High Needs Households and Household Income Limits — Subsection 40 (4) of 
the Act) made under the Act, for such a unit. 


Local rule — maximum household assets 


35. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule requiring, for a household to be eligible for rent-geared-to- 
income assistance, that the value of the assets of the household not exceed a specified maximum value. 


(2) The local eligibility rule must provide that the value of the assets of the household is the total value of the assets of the 
members of the household other than assets that are excluded under the local eligibility rule. 


(3) The local eligibility rule may provide for different maximum values for units of different types and sizes and for units 
in different parts of the service manager’s service area. 
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(4) The maximum value specified in the local eligibility rule must be at least $20,000. 


(5) Without limiting what else the local eligibility rule may exclude, the local eligibility rule must exclude the following 
from the value of the assets of the household: 


1. The value of the interest of a member of the household in a motor vehicle that is not used primarily for the operation of 
a business by a member of the household, subject to subsection (6).

. The value of tools of a trade that are essential to the work of a member of the household as an employee. 


3. The value of assets of a member of the household that are necessary to the operation of a business that the member 
operates or has an interest in, subject to subsection (7). 


. The value of a prepaid funeral. 
. The cash surrender value of a life insurance policy, subject to subsection (8). 


. The proceeds of a loan taken against a life insurance policy that will be used for disability-related items or services.

. Ifa member of the household has received a payment under the Ministry of Community and Social Services Act for the 
successful participation in a program of activities described in paragraph 9 of section 26 of Ontario Regulation 134/98 
(General) made under the Ontario Works Act, 1997, the value of any portion of that payment that, within a time that is 
reasonable in the opinion of the service manager, will be used for the member’s post-secondary education. 


8. The value of funds held in a Registered Education Savings Plan, as defined in section 146.1 of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada), for a child of a member of the household. 


9. The value of the clothing, jewellery and other personal effects of a member of the household. 


10. The value of the furnishings in the accommodation used by the household, including decorative or artistic items, but 
not including anything used primarily for the operation of a business. 


11. The value of the beneficial interest in a trust of a member of the household who has a disability if the capital of the 
trust was derived from an inheritance or from the proceeds of a life insurance policy, subject to subsection (9). 


12. The value of funds held in a Registered Disability Savings Plan, as defined in section 146.4 of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada), if the beneficiary of the plan is a member of the household. 


13. The value of funds held in an account of a member of the household in conjunction with an initiative under which the 
service manager or an entity approved by the service manager commits to contribute funds towards the member’s 
savings goals. 


(6) Under paragraph | of subsection (5), the local eligibility rule is only required to exclude an interest of a member in a 
single vehicle, not in any other vehicle that member has an interest in. 


(7) Under paragraph 3 of subsection (5), the local eligibility rule is only required to exclude, 
(a) the value of assets of a member of the household, up to a maximum of $20,000 for that member; and 
(b) the value of assets necessary to the operation of a business, up to a maximum of $20,000 for that business. 


(8) Under paragraph 5 of subsection (5), the local eligibility rule is only required to exclude the cash surrender value of 
life insurance policies up to a maximum value of $100,000 for the household. 


(9) Under paragraph 11 of subsection (5), the local eligibility rule is only required to exclude the value of beneficial 
interests of a member of the household up to a maximum value of $100,000 for that member. 


Local rule — certain convictions 


36. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule providing that a household is ineligible for rent-geared-to- 
income assistance if a member of the household has been convicted of, 


(a) an offence under section 55 of the Act or section 85 of the former Act; or 
(b) acrime under the Criminal Code (Canada) in relation to the receipt of rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


(2) The local eligibility rule must not provide for a household to be ineligible in respect of a conviction that occurred more 
than two years before the determination of ineligibility. 


Local rule — maximum absence from unit 


37. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule providing for a household to cease to be eligible for rent- 
geared-to-income assistance if all the members of the household are absent from the unit for which the household receives 
rent-geared-to-income assistance for more than the maximum number of days specified in the local eligibility rule. 


(2) The local eligibility rule may provide for a maximum number of consecutive days, for a maximum number of days in a 
year or for both. 
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(3) The maximum number of consecutive days specified in the local eligibility rule must be at least 60 consecutive days. 
(4) The maximum number of days in a year specified in the local eligibility rule must be at least 90 days. 


(5) The local eligibility rule must provide that a member of the household who is absent for medical reasons is deemed to 
not be absent. 


Local rule — ceasing to meet occupancy standards 


38. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule providing for a household to cease to be eligible for rent- 
geared-to-income assistance if the household occupies a unit that is larger than the largest size permissible under the service 
manager’s occupancy standards. 


(2) The local eligibility rule must provide that a household does not cease to be eligible until at least a year after the 
household has been notified, by the service manager, that the household occupies a unit that is larger than the largest size 
permissible under the service manager’s occupancy standards. 


(3) The local eligibility rule must provide that the household does not cease to be eligible if the household is following the 
process, specified in the rule or by the service manager, to be transferred to a unit that is permissible under the service 
manager’s occupancy standards. 


Local rule — refusal of offers 


39. (1) A service manager may make a local eligibility rule providing for a household to cease to be eligible for rent- 
geared-to-income assistance if the household refuses the specified number of offers of rent-geared-to-income assistance in a 
unit in the service manager’s service area. 


(2) The local eligibility rule may provide for circumstances in which a refusal is not counted for the purposes of the rule. 
(3) The number of offers specified in the local eligibility rule must be at least three. 
Local rules — no residency criteria 


40. A local eligibility rule may not treat a household differently from other households because the household resides, or 
at any time in the past did reside, outside the service manager’s service area. 


Local rules — no distinction based on duration of assistance 


41. A local eligibility rule may not treat a household receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance differently from other 
such households because of how long the household has received such assistance. 


RENT-GEARED-TO-INCOME ASSISTANCE — OCCUPANCY STANDARDS 
Occupancy standards requirements, subs. 43 (2) of the Act 


42. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 43 (2) of the Act, as requirements that occupancy 
standards under subsection 43 (1) of the Act must comply with: 


1. The standards must provide for the household to be permitted a larger unit than would otherwise be permitted if a 
larger unit is reasonably necessary due to a disability or medical condition of a member of the household. 


2. The standards must treat a child of a member of a household as a member of the household, for the purposes of the 
occupancy standards, if the child, 


1. 1s in attendance at a recognized educational institution and, while in attendance, does not live with the household, 
il. lives with the household while not attending that educational institution, and 
ili. 1s dependent, in whole or in part, on the household for financial support. 
(2) In subparagraph 2 i of subsection (1), 
“recognized educational institution” means any of the following or a similar institution outside Ontario: 
1. A school, as defined in the Education Act. 
2. A university. 


3. A college of applied arts and technology established under the Ontario Colleges of Applied Arts and Technology Act, 
2002. 


4. A private career college, as defined in the Private Career Colleges Act, 2005. 


5. A private school, as defined in the Education Act, for which a notice of intention to operate has been submitted to the 
Ministry of Education in accordance with that Act. 
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RENT-GEARED-TO-INCOME ASSISTANCE — APPLICATION AND DETERMINATION

The service manager shall not require information or documents with respect to an application that includes a request 
for inclusion in the special priority household category if the member of the household making the request believes 
that he or she or any other member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing individual if he or 
she attempts to obtain the information or documents.

ili. the household has accepted an offer of rent-geared-to-income assistance within the service area.

i. an offer of emergency shelter, or

3. Ifthe method under subparagraph 2 1 is used, a household with a lower priority may be selected if every other relevant 
household with a higher priority has been given an offer but has not accepted within a reasonable time. 


4. If the method under subparagraph 2 11 is used, a household with a lower priority may be selected if every other relevant 
household with a higher priority that expressed interest within the specified time period has been given an offer but has 
not accepted within a reasonable time. 


5. The housing provider may select a household, regardless of whether or not the household is on the centralized waiting 
list required under section 46, if the household, 


i. occupies another unit operated by the housing provider in the service area, 
ll. is already receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance, and 
il. has requested a transfer to another unit operated by the housing provider in the service area. 


6. In selecting a household under paragraph 5, the housing provider shall give a household in the special priority 
household category priority over a household that is not in the special priority household category. 


7. If the rules so provide, the housing provider may select a household if, 
i. the household occupies a unit in another service area, 
ii. the household is already receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance, 
ill. the household has requested a transfer to a unit in the service manager’s service area, 
iv. the service manager has determined that the household is eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance, and 


v. the selection is part of an exchange arrangement under which households receiving rent-geared-to-income 
assistance in different service areas will move between service areas. 


8. A household may be selected only if the vacant unit is of a size and type that is permissible for the household under 
section 46 of the Act. 


(2) In subsection (1),

“relevant household” means, in relation to a vacant unit, a household that has expressed a preference for the housing project 
where the unit is located and for whom the size and type of the vacant unit is permissible under section 46 of the Act. 


(3) For greater certainty, section 48 of the Act does not apply with respect to a selection described in paragraph 5 or 7 of 
subsection (1). 


System requirements — selection of already accommodated households 
48. A service manager’s system for selecting households must include rules that provide for the following: 


1. The housing provider may, with the approval of the service manager, select a household that already occupies a unit in 
a designated housing project as a household to receive rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


2. A selection under paragraph | shall be made, in accordance with the service manager’s determination of priority under 
section 48 of the Act, from among the households that are on the centralized waiting list required under section 46 and 
that already occupy units in the housing project. 


System requirements — alternative housing provider 


49. (1) A service manager’s system for selecting households must provide for the rules described in subsection (2) to not 
apply to an alternative housing unit if the alternative housing provider agrees. 


(2) The rules referred to in subsection (1) are the rules under the following provisions: 
1. Section 47, subparagraph 1 11. 

2. Section 47, paragraphs 2 to 4. 
(3) In this section, 


“alternative housing provider” means a housing provider that has a mandate, under section 76 of the Act, to provide housing 
to households that are homeless or hard to house; 


“alternative housing unit” means a unit in a housing project operated by an alternative housing provider that is made 
available to households that are homeless or hard to house. 


System requirements — refusals by housing provider 


50. (1) A service manager’s system for selecting households must include rules that permit a housing provider, despite 
any other rule, to not offer a household a unit in a housing project described in subsection (2), in any of the following 
circumstances: 


1. The housing provider has a mandate under section 76 of the Act and offering the unit to the household would be 
contrary to that mandate. 


N 


The housing provider has reasonable grounds to believe, based on the household’s rental history, that the household 
may fail to fulfil its obligations to pay rent for the unit in the amount and at the times the rent is due. 


3. The housing provider is a non-profit housing co-operative and the household does not agree to accept its 
responsibilities as a member of the housing provider or the housing provider has reasonable grounds to believe that the 
household will not accept or will be unable to accept those responsibilities. 


4. The unit is one in which individuals will reside in a shared living situation and the housing provider has reasonable 
grounds to believe that it is unreasonable for the household to reside in the shared accommodation. 


(2) A housing project referred to in subsection (1) is a designated housing project to which the housing program with the 
program category | (a), | (b), 6 (a) or 6 (b) in Schedule | applies. 


(3) The service manager’s system for selecting households must include rules that provide for the following if a housing 
provider refuses, under a rule under subsection (1), to make an offer to a household that it would otherwise have been 
required to make: 


1. The housing provider shall notify the household of the refusal. 
2. If the household so requests, the housing provider shall review the decision to refuse to make the offer. 


3. The rules under paragraphs 1 and 2 apply only to the first refusal by a housing provider to make an offer to a 
household and not to subsequent refusals by the housing provider with respect to the same household. 


System requirements — rules for special needs housing 


51. A service manager’s system for selecting households must include rules that provide for the following in relation to 
special needs housing: 


1. None of the rules under section 47 to 50 shall apply with respect to special needs housing. 
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2. A household in special needs housing shall be selected for rent-geared-to-income assistance upon the service manager 
determining that the household is eligible for rent-geared-to-income assistance. 


RENT-GEARED-TO-INCOME ASSISTANCE — PRIORITY RULES 
Provincial priority rules, para. 48 (2) | of the Act 


52. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 48 (2) of the Act, as provincial priority 
rules: 


1. A household in the special priority household category has priority over a household that is not in the special priority 
household category. 


2. The priority of households in the special priority household category is determined by the date a household requested 
to be included in the category, with a household with an earlier date having priority over a household with a later date. 


3. Unless a service manager’s priority rule provides otherwise in accordance with subsection (2), the priority of 
households that are not in the special priority household category is determined by the following dates, with a 
household with an earlier date having priority over a household with a later date: 


i. the date a household’s application for rent-geared-to-income assistance was complete, or 


ii. in the case of a household that is already receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance but has applied to be added 
to the centralized waiting list required under section 46 because the household wishes to be transferred to a unit 
of a different housing provider, the date the household made that application. 


(2) A service manager’s priority rule may provide for a different result from the result under paragraph 3 of subsection (1) 
but only if that priority rule provides that the amount of time a household has been on the centralized waiting list required 
under section 46 is a factor in determining the relative priorities of households that are not in the special priority household 
category. 


Special priority household category, para. 48 (2) 1 of the Act 


53. The rules in sections 54 to 58 are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection 48 (2) of the Act, as 
provincial priority rules for determining if a household is in the special priority household category. 


Special priority household category — eligibility 
54. (1) A household is eligible to be included in the special priority household category if, 
(a) a member of the household has been abused by another individual; 


(b) the abusing individual is or was living with the abused member or is sponsoring the abused member as an immigrant; 
and 


(c) the abused member intends to live permanently apart from the abusing individual. 


(2) If the abused member and the abusing individual used to live together but no longer do, the household 1s not eligible to 
be included in the special priority household category unless one of the following requirements is satisfied: 


1. The request to be included in the special priority household category was made within three months after the abused 
member and the abusing individual ceased to live together. 


2. The service manager is satisfied that the abuse is ongoing at the time the request to be included in the special priority 
household category was made. 


3. The service manager determines that it is appropriate to include the household in the special priority household 
category despite the request to be included not being made within the time limit set out in paragraph 1. 


(3) In making a determination under paragraph 3 of subsection (2), a service manager shall consider whether, 


(a) any member of the household knew that he or she could request to be included in the special priority household 
category; 


(b) any member of the household knew of the need to submit a request within the time limit set out in paragraph | of 
subsection (2); 


(c) the abused member is at risk of further abuse from the abusing individual; 


(d) the abused member is at risk of resuming living with the abusing individual due to financial hardship which could be 
alleviated by the provision of rent-geared-to-income assistance; 


(e) the abused member is in need of rent-geared-to-income assistance to alleviate financial hardship arising from legal 
proceedings in relation to the previous abuse; 
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(f) the abused member is attempting to use the provision of rent-geared-to-income assistance as part of an overall program 
of recovery and re-establishment of a safe and normal life; 


(g) the abused member is, 
(1) living in an emergency shelter, or 
(ii) living in temporary housing and receiving treatment or counselling; or 
(h) there are any other extenuating circumstances. 
Special priority household category — limit on reconsideration 


55. (1) After a service manager determines that a household should be included in the special priority household category, 
the service manager shall not reconsider whether the household should be included in that category except as provided for 
under subsection (2). 


(2) A service manager may determine that a household is no longer included in the special priority household category if, 
(a) the member who made the request to be included in the special priority household category, 


(i) notifies the service manager that he or she wants the abusing individual to be part of the member’s household for 
the purposes of the member’s application for rent-geared-to-income assistance, or 


(ii) notifies the service manager that the abusing individual is deceased; or 


(b) the household accepts an offer of rent-geared-to-income assistance, whether or not that offer comes from a housing 
provider within the service area of the service manager. 


Special priority household category — request requirements 
56. The following apply to a request to be included in the special priority household category: 
1. The request must be in writing. 
2. The request must be made by a member of the household who is 16 years old or older. 


3. The request must include a written consent from the abused member or a person authorized to consent on the abused 
member’s behalf, consenting to the disclosure to the service manager of information and documents required by the 
service manager to verify the requirement under clause 54 (1) (a). 


Special priority household category — restrictions on requiring information and documents 


57. The following are restrictions on the information and documents that a service manager can require to determine 
whether a household should be included in the special priority household category: 


1. The service manager shall not require a person to provide information or documents if the service manager is satisfied 
that the person is unable to do so. 


2. The service manager shall not require a member of the household to provide information or documents if the member 
believes that the member or any other member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing 
individual if the member attempts to obtain the information or documents. 


3. The service manager shall not require information as to whether the member making the request for the household to 
be included in the special priority household category or the abused member has commenced legal proceedings against 
the abusing individual and shall not require information or documents relating to such proceedings. 


Special priority household category — verifying there has been abuse 


58. (1) A record that complies with the requirements of this section shall be conclusive proof that that the requirement in 
clause 54 (1) (a), that the member has been abused by another individual, is satisfied and that requirement may not be verified 
by any other method. 


(2) The record must be one of the following: 
1. A record of intervention by the police indicating that the member was abused by the abusing individual. 
2. A record of physical injury caused to the member by the abusing individual. 


3. A record of the application of force by the abusing individual against the member to force the member to engage in 
sexual activity against his or her will. 


4. A record of one or more attempts to kill the member or another member of the household. 
5. A record of the use of a weapon against the member or another member of the household. 


6. A record of one or more incidents of abuse, including the following: 
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i. Threatening to kill the member or another member of the household. 

ii. Threatening to use a weapon against the member or another member of the household. 
ii. Threatening to physically harm the member or another member of the household. 
iv. Destroying or injuring or threatening to destroy or injure the member’s property. 

v. Intentionally killing or injuring pets or threatening to kill or injure pets. 

vi. Threatening to harm or remove the member’s children from the household. 
vil. Threatening to prevent the member from having access to his or her children. 
vill. Forcing the member to perform degrading or humiliating acts. 

ix. Terrorizing the member. 

x. Enforcing social isolation upon the member. 

xi. Failing to provide or withholding the necessities of life. 
xu. Threatening to withdraw from sponsoring the member as an immigrant. 
xi. Threatening to take action that might lead to the member being deported. 


xiv. Other words, actions, or gestures that threaten the member or lead the member to fear for his or her safety. 


. Arecord of undue or unwarranted control by the abusing individual over the member’s personal or financial activities. 


. A record of one or more incidents of stalking or harassing behaviour against the member or another member of the 


household. 
The record must be in writing unless the service manager is satisfied that, 


a member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing individual if any member of the household 
attempts to obtain the record in writing; 


the person preparing the record will be at risk of being abused by the abusing individual if the person produces the 
record in writing; or 


a written record should not be required because of extenuating circumstances. 


(4) The record must be, 


(a) 
(b) 


(5) 


prepared, in his or her professional capacity, by a person described in subsection (5); or 


prepared by a person who is familiar with the abuse if the record is accompanied, if required by the service manager, 
by a declaration of the truth of the record administered by a commissioner for taking affidavits. 


The persons referred to in clause (4) (a) are the following: 

A doctor. 

A registered nurse or a registered practical nurse. 

A lawyer. 

A law enforcement officer. 

A minister of religion authorized under provincial law to perform marriages. 

A teacher. 

A guidance counsellor. 

An individual in a managerial or administrative position with a housing provider. 

An individual employed by an agency or organization to provide social support services in the community, including, 


1. an individual employed by a community health centre to provide health and health promotion education and 
information and to administer health and health promotion programs, 


il. an individual who performs the role of social worker within the meaning of section 2 of Ontario Regulation 
383/00 (Registration) made under the Social Work and Social Service Work Act, 1998, 


iil. an individual who performs the role of social service worker within the meaning of section 2 of Ontario 
Regulation 383/00 (Registration) made under the Social Work and Social Service Work Act, 1998, 


iv. an individual employed to provide support initiatives for victims of crime and disaster, 
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v. an individual employed to assist individuals coming to Ontario to settle in, adapt to and be integrated into the 
community, 


vi. an individual employed by an agency or organization to assist individuals for whom the agency or organization 
provides accommodation in an emergency or transitional shelter because of homelessness or abuse, and 


vil. an individual employed by a community legal clinic that provides legal aid services in the area of clinic law, 
within the meaning of section 2 of the Legal Aid Services Act, 1998. 


RENT-GEARED-TO-INCOME ASSISTANCE — MISCELLANEOUS 
Review of continued eligibility, timing of reviews, subs. 52 (1) of the Act 
59. (1) For the purposes of subsection 52 (1) of the Act, 


(a) the periodic basis referred to in that subsection is once in every 12-month period after the household began to receive 
rent-geared-to-income assistance; and 


(b) the other times referred to in that subsection are such other times as the service manager considers appropriate. 
(2) If a household was already receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance when this section came into force the following 
apply: 
1. The 12-month periods referred to in clause (1) (a) shall begin on the anniversary of the day the household began to 
receive rent-geared-to-income assistance under the former Act. 


2. If no determination was made for the household under subsection 11 (2) of Ontario Regulation 298/01 (Rent-Geared- 
To-Income Assistance and Special Needs Housing) made under the former Act in the 12-month period before the 
beginning of the first 12-month period under paragraph 1, a determination under subsection 52 (1) of the Act shall be 
made before the beginning of that first 12-month period. 


Review of continued eligibility, requirements, para. 52 (3) 2 of the Act 


60. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 52 (3) of the Act, as requirements for how 
a service manager’s determination under subsection 52 (1) of the Act shall be made: 


1. The service manager shall not require a person to provide information or documents if the service manager is satisfied 
that the person is unable to do so. 


i) 


The service manager shall not require information or documents with respect to housing provided by a housing 
provider under its mandate under section 76 of the Act to provide housing to households that are homeless or hard to 
house if the housing provider informs the service manager that the housing provider is of the view that requiring the 
information or documents would be inappropriate in the circumstances. 


3. The service manager shall not require information or documents with respect to a household that was in the special 
priority household category when the household began to receive rent-geared-to-income assistance if a member of the 
household believes that he or she or any other member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing 
individual if he or she attempts to obtain the information or documents. 


Notice of certain decisions, requirements, subs. 53 (1) of the Act 
61. (1) The requirements in this section apply with respect to a notice under subsection 53 (1) of the Act. 


(2) The notice of a decision shall be given within seven business days after the decision is made or within such other time 
period after the decision is made as the service manager may establish. 


(3) The notice of a decision must include the following: 
1. A statement of the date of the decision. 
2. Ifareview of the decision may be requested under section 156 of the Act, 
i. a statement that a member of the household may request a review, 
li. information about how to request a review and what the deadline is for doing so, and 
ill. a statement of the reasons for the decision. 


3. Ifa review of the decision may not be requested under section 156 of the Act, a statement that a review may not be 
requested. 


(4) Ifa decision relates to an application that included a request for inclusion in the special priority household category, 
the notice of the decision shall be given to the member of the household who made the request but not to any other member 
of the household. 
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Information, etc. available to public, requirements, subs. 54 (1) of the Act 


62. The information, documents and anything else that a service manager must make available to the public under 
subsection 54 (1) of the Act shall be made available, 


(a) by allowing members of the public, during normal business hours, to inspect and copy them at their own expense; and 
(b) by posting them on the Internet. 
Information, etc. made available by housing provider, subs. 54 (3) of the Act 


63. (1) The information, documents and anything else that a service manager must make available to the public under 
subsection 54 (1) of the Act, including the information and documents prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 8 of 
subsection 54 (1) of the Act, are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 54 (3) of the Act, as information and documents a 
housing provider must make available to the public. 


(2) The information, documents and anything else that a housing provider must make available to the public under 
subsection 54 (3) of the Act shall be made available by allowing members of the public, during normal business hours, to 
inspect and copy them at their own expense. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), the only information described in paragraph 5 of subsection 54 (1) of the Act that a housing 
provider is required to make available to the public is information about the housing projects operated by the housing 
provider. 


Limitation on required repayment, subs. 56 (2) of the Act 


64. (1) Under subsection 56 (2) of the Act, a service manager may not require a household to pay a difference that was the 
result of an error. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply with respect to an error made by a member of the household. 
Limitation on recovery by rent increase, subs. 56 (5) of the Act 


65. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 56 (5) of the Act, as limitations on the increase of geared- 
to-income rent by a service manager: 


1. The increase may not be more than 10 per cent of the geared-to-income rent that would otherwise be payable. 


2. The service manager must give the household notice of any increase and the increase is not effective until the 
beginning of the second month after the month in which the notice was given. 


3. The service manager must give the housing provider notice of any increase. 
Powers of eligibility review officers, subs. 57 (3) of the Act 


66. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 57 (3) of the Act, as powers an eligibility review officer 
has in carrying out an investigation under subsection 57 (2) of the Act: 


1. The eligibility review officer may undertake inquiries into matters that may be relevant to the investigation. 
2. The eligibility review officer may enter a place if, 
i. the place is open to the public, 
il. the officer enters with consent, or 
il. the officer enters under the authority of a search warrant. 
Powers of family support workers, subs. 58 (2) of the Act 


67. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 58 (2) of the Act, as powers a family support worker 
has in assisting a member of a household in taking action to pursue financial support: 


1. The family support worker may, 


i. assist a member of a household with legal proceedings relating to financial support or undertake such legal 
proceedings on behalf of the member, and 


ll. assist a member of a household in completing an agreement providing for financial support of a member of the 
household, including a domestic contract, as defined in section 51 of the Family Law Act, and in filing any such 
agreement in the office of the Director of the Family Responsibility Office for enforcement. 


2. In carrying out powers under paragraph 1, the family support worker may, 
i. undertake investigations and inquiries, and 


ii. collect, use and disclose personal information. 
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(2) Nothing in this section authorizes a family support worker to do anything that the worker would be prohibited from 
doing under the Law Society Act. 


SPECIAL NEEDS HOUSING — ELIGIBILITY RULES 


Provincial eligibility rules, s. 59 of the Act 


68. The rules in sections 69 to 71 are prescribed, for the purposes of section 59 of the Act, as provincial eligibility rules for 
determining eligibility for special needs housing. 
Eligibility — requirement relating to need 


69. (1) For a household to be eligible for special needs housing, at least one member of the household must require 
accessibility modifications or provincially funded support services in order to live independently in the community. 


(2) If a household with one or more members who required provincially funded support services has been determined to 
be eligible for special needs housing, the household does not cease to be eligible under subsection (1) because all such 
members no longer require those services unless all such members have permanently recovered from the condition that 
necessitated the provision of those services. 


Cessation of eligibility — failure to notify of changes 


70. (1) A household ceases to be eligible for special needs housing if the household fails to notify the special needs 
housing administrator, in accordance with this section, of a change described in subsection (2). 


(2) The change referred to in subsection (1) is a change to any information or document that the household previously 
provided to the special needs housing administrator and that the household was required to provide for the purposes of 
determining the household’s eligibility or continued eligibility for special needs housing. 


(3) Subject to subsection (4), a notification of a change must be given to the special needs housing administrator within 30 
days after the change or within such longer period after the change as the administrator may establish. 


(4) The special needs housing administrator may extend the period of time for notifying the administrator, either before or 
after the period has expired. 


(5) The household shall notify the special needs housing administrator, 
(a) for a change to a document, by providing a copy of the changed document; and 
(b) for a change to information, by providing a notice setting out the change. 


(6) Despite subsection (1), the special needs housing administrator may determine that the household remains eligible if 
the administrator is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances. 


Cessation of eligibility — failure to provide information 


71. (1) A household that has been determined to be eligible for special needs housing ceases to be eligible if the 
household fails to provide information requested by the special needs housing administrator for the purpose of determining, 
under subsection 65 (1) of the Act or under a rule under paragraph 5 of subsection 75 (1), whether the household continues to 
be eligible. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the special needs housing administrator may determine that the household remains eligible if 
the administrator is satisfied that there are extenuating circumstances. 


SPECIAL NEEDS HOUSING — APPLICATION AND DETERMINATION 
Limitations on what can be required in applications, subs. 60 (3) of the Act 


72. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 60 (3) of the Act, as limitations on what a special needs 
housing administrator may require under subsection 60 (2) of the Act: 


1. The administrator shall not require a person to provide information or documents if the administrator is satisfied that 
the person is unable to do so. 


2. The administrator shall not require information or documents with respect to an application that includes a request for 
inclusion in the special priority household category if the member of the household making the request believes that he 
or she or any other member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing individual if he or she 
attempts to obtain the information or documents. 


Determination of eligibility, requirements, para. 61 (2) 2 of the Act 
73. The following requirements are prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 61 (2) of the Act: 


1. If the special needs housing administrator determines that an application is not complete, the administrator shall notify 
the household, without delay, of what is necessary to complete the application. 
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2. If an application includes a request for inclusion in the special priority household category, the special needs housing 
administrator shall, under paragraph 1, notify only the member of the household who made the application but not any 
other member of the household. 


3. Once an application is complete, the special needs housing administrator shall determine, without delay, whether the 
household is eligible for special needs housing. 


4. For applications that include a request for inclusion in the special priority household category, the special needs 
housing administrator shall determine, within 14 days after the application is complete, whether the request would be 
granted and, if it would be, the administrator shall also determine, within 14 days after the application is complete, 
whether the household is eligible for special needs housing. 


SPECIAL NEEDS HOUSING — SELECTION SYSTEM 
System for selecting waiting households, requirements, subs. 62 (2) of the Act 


74. The requirements in sections 75 to 77 are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 62 (2) of the Act, as requirements 
for the special needs housing administrator’s system for selecting households from those waiting for special needs housing. 


System requirements — waiting list 


75. (1) A special needs housing administrator’s system for selecting households must include a waiting list for each 
housing project and the system must include rules that provide for the following: 


1. Upon the administrator determining that a household is eligible for special needs housing, the household shall be 
added to the list for each project for which the household has indicated a preference. 


2. A household shall also be added to a list if the household, 
i. 1S occupying special needs housing in the administrator’s housing projects, and 


il. has applied to be added to the list because the household wishes to be transferred to a unit in the housing project 
to which the list relates. 


3. An application under subparagraph 2 11 shall be made to the administrator and must include the information and 
documents required by the administrator and must be in a form authorized by the administrator. 


4. A household shall be removed from the list if, 
i. the household requests to be removed, 
il. the household ceases to be eligible for special needs housing, or 
ii. the household has accepted an offer of special needs housing in the administrator’s housing projects. 


5. The administrator shall determine, from time to time, whether a household that is on the list is still eligible for special 
needs housing. 


(2) The special needs housing administrator shall ensure that the households that were on the special needs waiting list for 
a housing project maintained under the former Act immediately before the coming into force of this section are on the initial 
waiting list for that project required under this section. 


System requirements — selection of households for special needs housing 


76. (1) A special needs housing administrator’s system for selecting households must include rules that provide for the 
following in relation to the selection of a household for a vacant unit in a housing project: 


1. The household shall be selected from the waiting list for the project required under section 75. 


2. If the housing provider provides provincially funded support services in respect of the unit, the housing provider must 
select a household that requires those services. 


3. If the unit has accessibility modifications, the housing provider must select a household that requires those 
modifications. 


4. If the housing provider provides provincially funded support services in respect of the unit and the unit has 
accessibility modifications, the housing provider must select a household that requires both those services and those 
modifications. 


5. A selection under paragraph 2, 3 or 4 shall be made, in accordance with the administrator’s determination of priority 
under section 63 of the Act, from among the relevant households. 


6. A household with a lower priority may be selected if every other relevant household with a higher priority has been 
given an Offer but has not accepted within a reasonable time. 


(2) In subsection (1), 
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“relevant household” means, in relation to a vacant unit, a household that is on the waiting list for the project required under 
section 75 and that can be selected under paragraph 2, 3 or 4 of subsection (1). 


System requirements — refusals by housing provider 


77. (1) A special needs housing administrator’s system for selecting households must include rules that permit a housing 
provider, despite any other rule, to not offer a household a unit in any of the following circumstances: 


1. The housing provider has a mandate under section 76 of the Act and offering the unit to the household would be 
contrary to that mandate. 


2. The housing provider has reasonable grounds to believe, based on the household’s rental history, that the household 
may fail to fulfil its obligations to pay rent for the unit in the amount and at the times the rent is due. 


3. The housing provider is a non-profit housing co-operative and the household does not agree to accept its 
responsibilities as a member of the housing provider or the housing provider has reasonable grounds to believe that the 
household will not accept or will be unable to accept those responsibilities. 


4. The unit is one in which individuals will reside in a shared living situation and the housing provider has reasonable 
grounds to believe that it is unreasonable for the household to reside in the shared accommodation. 


5. The level of support services that are provided in respect of the unit is significantly greater or significantly less than 
the level of support services required by the household. 


(2) The special needs housing administrator’s system for selecting households must include rules that: provide for the 
following if a housing provider refuses, under a rule under subsection (1), to make an offer to a household that it would 
otherwise have been required to make: 


1. The housing provider shall notify the household of the refusal. 
2. If the household so requests, the housing provider shall review the decision to refuse to make the offer. 


3. The rules under paragraphs | and 2 apply only to the first refusal by a housing provider to make an offer to a 
household and not to subsequent refusals by the housing provider with respect to the same household. 


SPECIAL NEEDS HOUSING — PRIORITY RULES 
Provincial priority rules, subs. 63 (2) of the Act 
78. The following is prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 63 (2) of the Act, as a provincial priority rule: 


1. A household in the special priority household category has priority over a household that is not in the special priority 
household category. 


Special priority household category, subs. 63 (2) of the Act 


79. (1) The rules in sections 54 to 58 are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 63 (2) of the Act, as provincial priority 
rules for determining if a household is in the special priority household category. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), sections 54 to 58 apply with the following modifications: 
1. References to the service manager are deemed to be references to the special needs housing administrator. 


2. References to rent-geared-to-income assistance are deemed to be references to special needs housing. 


SPECIAL NEEDS HOUSING — MISCELLANEOUS 
Review of continued eligibility, timing of reviews, subs. 65 (1) of the Act 
80. (1) For the purposes of subsection 65 (1) of the Act, 


(a) the periodic basis referred to in that subsection is once in every 12-month period after the household began to occupy 
special needs housing; and 


(b) the other times referred to in that subsection are such other times as the special needs housing administrator considers 
appropriate. 
(2) Ifa household was already occupying special needs housing when this section came into force the following apply: 


1. The 12-month periods referred to in clause (1) (a) shall begin on the anniversary of the day the household began to 
occupy special needs housing under the former Act. 


2. Ifno determination was made for the household under subsection 21 (1.1) of Ontario Regulation 298/01 (Rent-Geared- 
To-Income Assistance and Special Needs Housing) made under the former Act in the 12-month period before the 
beginning of the first 12-month period under paragraph |, a determination under subsection 65 (1) of the Act shall be 
made before the beginning of that first 12-month period. 
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Review of continued eligibility, requirements, para. 65 (3) 2 of the Act 


81. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 65 (3) of the Act, as requirements for how 
a special needs housing administrator’s determination under subsection 65 (1) of the Act shall be made: 


1. The administrator shall not require a person to provide information or documents if the administrator is satisfied that 
the person is unable to do so. 


2. The administrator shall not require a person to provide information or documents if the administrator is satisfied that 
the information and documents previously provided are adequate to determine that the household continues to be 
eligible for special needs housing. 


3. The administrator shall not require information or documents with respect to a household that was in the special 
priority household category when the household began to occupy special needs housing if a member of the household 
believes that he or she or any other member of the household will be at risk of being abused by the abusing individual 
if he or she attempts to obtain the information or documents. 


Notice of certain decisions, requirements, subs. 66 (1) of the Act 
82. (1) The requirements in this section apply with respect to a notice under subsection 66 (1) of the Act. 


(2) The notice of a decision shall be given within seven business days after the decision is made or within such other time 
period after the decision is made as the special needs housing administrator may establish. 


(3) The notice of a decision must include the following: 
1. A statement of the date of the decision. 
2. Ifa review of the decision may be requested under section 156 of the Act, 
i. a Statement that a member of the household may request a review, 
li. information about how to request a review and what the deadline is for doing so, and 
iil. a statement of the reasons for the decision. 


3. If a review of the decision may not be requested under section 156 of the Act, a statement that a review may not be 
requested. 


(4) If a decision relates to an application that included a request for inclusion in the special priority household category, 
the notice of the decision shall be given to the member of the household who made the request but not to any other member 
of the household. 


Information, etc. available to public, requirements, subs. 67 (1) of the Act 


83. The information, documents and anything else that a special needs housing administrator must make available to the 
public under subsection 67 (1) of the Act shall be made available, 


(a) by allowing members of the public, during normal business hours, to inspect and copy them at their own expense; and 
(b) if the administrator is the service manager, by posting them on the Internet. 
Information, etc. made available by service manager, subs. 67 (3) of the Act 


84. (1) The information, documents and anything else that a special needs housing administrator must make available to 
the public under subsection 67 (1) of the Act, including the information and documents prescribed for the purposes of 
paragraph 6 of subsection 67 (1) of the Act, are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 67 (3) of the Act, as information 
and documents the service manager must make available to the public. 


(2) The information, documents and anything else that a service manager must make available to the public under 
subsection 67 (3) of the Act shall be made available, 


(a) by allowing members of the public, during normal business hours, to inspect and copy them at their own expense; and 
(b) by posting them on the Internet. 
Information, etc. made available by housing provider, subs. 67 (4) of the Act 


85. (1) The information, documents and anything else that a special needs housing administrator must make available to 
the public under subsection 67 (1) of the Act, including the information and documents prescribed for the purposes of 
paragraph 6 of subsection 67 (1) of the Act, are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 67 (4) of the Act, as information 
and documents the housing provider must make available to the public. 


(2) The information, documents and anything else that a housing provider must make available to the public under 
subsection 67 (4) of the Act shall be made available by allowing members of the public, during normal business hours, to 
inspect and copy them at their own expense. 
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(3) Despite subsection (1), the only information described in paragraph 3 of subsection 67 (1) of the Act that a housing 
provider is required to make available to the public is information about the housing projects operated by the housing 
provider. 


(4) Subsection 67 (4) of the Act does not apply to a housing provider that is the special needs housing administrator. 


PART VII 
GENERAL RULES FOR TRANSFERRED HOUSING PROGRAMS AND PROJECTS — PART VI OF THE ACT 


Rules and criteria for programs and projects, cl. 68 (2) (a) of the Act 


86. (1) For the purposes of clause 68 (2) (a) of the Act, the rules and criteria set out in Schedule 5 are prescribed for the 
corresponding housing programs described in that Schedule. 


(2) In Schedule 5, 
‘aboriginal household” means a household consisting of, 
(a) a person who is First Nations, Métis or Inuit, or 
(b) two or more persons at least half of whom are First Nations, Métis or Inuit; 


“applicable household income limit” means the household income limit prescribed under Ontario Regulation 370/11 (High 
Needs Households and Household Income Limits — Subsection 40 (4) of the Act) made under the Act; 


“non-profit housing project” means a housing project owned or leased by a non-profit corporation, including a non-profit 
housing co-operative or by a local housing corporation; 


“publicly owned” means, 


(a) owned by a corporation that has power to acquire and develop land for a housing project or to construct or acquire and 
operate a housing project and that is wholly owned by, 


(1) the government of Ontario or an agency of the government of Ontario, 
(ii) one or more municipalities or one or more district social services administration boards, or 


(iii) the government of Ontario or an agency of the government of Ontario and one or more municipalities or district 
social services administration boards, or 


(b) owned by a municipality, district social services administration board or local housing corporation. 
Housing provider plans, subs. 69 (5) of the Act 
87. The following plans are required for a housing provider for the purposes of subsection 69 (5) of the Act: 
1. A plan for training the staff and volunteers involved in the operation of the designated housing project. 
2. Ifthe housing provider has a board of directors, a succession plan for the board. 


3. If the housing provider is a non-profit housing co-operative, a plan for educating the members about the governance of 
the co-operative. 


Records, s. 70 of the Act 
88. (1) This section governs the records that a service manager must keep under section 70 of the Act. 


(2) This section only applies with respect to records relating to transferred housing programs and the designated housing 
projects that are subject to those programs. 


(3) If the service manager receives a record from the Minister and that record is an agreement, the service manager must 
keep that record for at least seven years after the agreement is terminated or expires. 


(4) The service manager must keep records that include, 
(a) acopy of the reports given to the Minister by the service manager under section 20 of the Act; 


(b) a copy of the reports, documents and written information given to the Minister by the service manager under section 
21 of the Act; and 


(c) acopy of every document used to prepare a report, document or written information referred to in clause (a) or (b). 


(5) A record required under subsection (4) must be kept for at least seven years after the report, document or written 
information referred to in clause (4) (a) or (b) was given to the Minister. 


(6) If more than one subsection in this section applies with respect to a record, the record shall be kept long enough to 
satisfy all the subsections that apply. 
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Content of notice of project in difficulty, subs. 72 (4) of the Act 


89. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 72 (4) of the Act, as information to be included in the 
written notice that a housing project is in difficulty: 


1. The name of the housing project and the housing provider. 
2. A description of the situation that requires the service manager to give the notice. 


3. The name of an individual who can communicate, on behalf of the service manager, with the Minister and details of 
how that individual can be contacted. 


4. The name of an individual who can communicate, on behalf of the service manager, with the housing provider and 
details of how that individual can be contacted. 


5. If a copy of the notice is not being given to the housing provider, an explanation of why that is not required under 
subsection 72 (3) of the Act. 


PART VIII 
GENERAL RULES FOR CERTAIN HOUSING PROJECTS — PART VII OF THE ACT 


DEFINITION 
Part VII housing projects, s. 73 of the Act 


90. The housing projects designated, under Ontario Regulation 368/11 (Designated Housing Projects — Section 68 of the 
Act) made under the Act, for a housing program with the program category number 6 (a) or 6 (b) in Schedule | are prescribed 
for the purposes of the definition of “Part VII housing projects” in section 73 of the Act. 


OPERATION OF PROJECTS 
Prescribed provincial requirements, cl. 75 (1) (a) of the Act 


91. The requirements in sections 92 to 99 are prescribed, for the purposes of clause 75 (1) (a) of the Act, as provincial 
requirements that apply to the operation of a Part VI housing project and the governance of the housing provider. 


Corporate standing 
92. (1) The housing provider shall ensure that it is one of the following: 
1. A corporation without share capital to which the Corporations Act applies that is in good standing under that Act. 
2. A non-profit housing co-operative that is in good standing under the Co-operative Corporations Act. 


(2) This section does not apply to a housing provider that is a corporation to which the Business Corporations Act or the 
Canada Business Corporations Act applies if, when the former Act was repealed, the housing provider was such a 
corporation and the housing provider operated a housing project under Part VI of the former Act. 


(3) This section does not apply to a local housing corporation. 
Operation as charity or non-profit organization 


93. The housing provider shall operate only as a registered charity within the meaning of the Jncome Tax Act (Canada) or 
as a non-profit organization exempt from tax under paragraph 149 (1) (1) of that Act. 


Distribution on winding up, etc. for certain housing providers 
94. (1) This section applies only to a housing provider to which the Corporations Act applies. 


(2) The housing provider’s by-laws must provide that, upon the housing provider being wound up or dissolved, any 
property remaining after the payment of its debts and liabilities shall be distributed only to one or more of the following 
entities: 


1. A registered charity, within the meaning of the Income Tax Act (Canada), that operates only in Canada and that has 
objects or purposes that are similar to those of the housing provider. 


2. Another housing provider that operates a designated housing project. 
3. A service manager. 
4. A municipality within a service area where the housing provider operated. 


Damages that make a unit uninhabitable 


95. If a unit in a Part VII housing project is damaged to the extent that it is uninhabitable, the housing provider shall 
proceed diligently to repair and restore the unit and make it habitable. 
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Rent-geared-to-income assistance 


96. (1) A household shall not be given rent-geared-to-income assistance for a unit in a Part VII housing project unless, at 
the time the household begins to receive such assistance, the household has a lease or, if the unit is a member unit in a non- 
profit housing co-operative, an occupancy agreement. 


(2) Before a household begins to receive rent-geared-to-income assistance the housing provider shall inform the household 
of the amount of rent that would be payable if the household did not receive such assistance. 


(3) The housing provider shall not refuse to enter into a lease or occupancy agreement with a household that will be 
receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance because the household is unable to pay part or all of an amount, other than rent, 
that is required to be paid when the lease or occupancy agreement is entered into, if the household agrees to make payments 
on account of the unpaid amount in accordance with a reasonable payment schedule acceptable to the housing provider. 


(4) The housing provider shall establish rules for the temporary accommodation of guests in units occupied by households 
receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance and shall provide a copy of the rules to the service manager and to those 
households. 


Non-profit housing co-operative, fees and charges 
97. (1) This section applies to a housing provider that is a non-profit housing co-operative. 


(2) The housing provider may not impose, in respect of a member unit in a Part VII housing project, fees and charges 
other than the following: 


1. Rent. 
2. A fee or charge that would be permitted under the Residential Tenancies Act, 2006, if that Act applied to the unit. 
The initial fee for membership in the housing provider. 


The annual amount for the sector support levy. 


ate 


Reasonable charges established by the members of a co-operative in a by-law for the enforcement of co-operative 
policies and by-laws. 


(3) The housing provider shall give the household occupying a member unit a written notice of any increase in the amount 
the housing provider may impose under subsection (2) at least 60 days before the day the increase comes into effect. 


(4) Subsection (3) does not apply to an increase due to increases in the household’s income. 
Capital reserves 


98. (1) A housing provider that receives a subsidy from a service manager under section 78 of the Act shall maintain a 
capital reserve for each Part VII housing project in the service manager’s service area. 


(2) Income earned on the investment of amounts in a capital reserve shall be retained in the capital reserve. 


(3) For each fiscal year of the housing provider, a housing provider shall contribute, to the housing provider’s capital 
reserve for a Part VII housing project, an amount determined by multiplying the housing provider’s contribution for the 
previous fiscal year by the cost index determined by the Minister for the fiscal year to reflect the changes in the costs of what 
the capital reserve may be used for. 


(4) For a fiscal year, a housing provider may contribute an amount to the housing provider’s capital reserve for a Part VII 
housing project in addition to the amount required under subsection (3) but only with the approval of the service manager. 


(5) Contributions for a fiscal year may be made in the fiscal year or within five months after the end of the fiscal year. 


(6) A housing provider may use amounts from a capital reserve only for expenditures for the construction or renovation of, 
or substantial repairs to, the Part VII housing project for which the capital reserve is maintained, including reasonable 
expenditures for planning and budgeting for such construction, renovation or repairs. 


(7) The following apply if amounts in a capital reserve were provided by a service manager: 
1. Subsection (6) does not apply with respect to the amounts. 


2. The housing provider may use the amounts only in accordance with the conditions or requirements imposed by the 
service manager at the time the amounts were provided. 


(8) A housing provider shall keep separate records and accounts for each capital reserve unless the service manager 
permits otherwise. 


(9) A capital reserve maintained under section 24 of Ontario Regulation 339/01 (Housing Projects Subject to Part VI of 
the Act) made under the former Act shall be continued as a capital reserve required under subsection (1). 
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(10) Ontario Regulation 339/01 (Housing Projects Subject to Part VI of the Act) made under the former Act, as that 
regulation read immediately before the former Act was repealed, continues to apply, instead of subsections (3) to (5), with 
respect to contributions to a capital reserve for a fiscal year that begins before this subsection comes into force. 


Insurance 
99. A housing provider shall insure its Part VII housing projects. 
Limits of local standards, subs. 75 (2) of the Act 


100. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 75 (2) of the Act, as matters with respect to which a 
service manager may make local standards: 


1. Conflicts of interest of directors, employees and agents of a housing provider. 

2. The minimum number of meetings of the board of directors of a housing provider that must be held. 
3. The remuneration of the directors of a housing provider. 
4 


. Property management relating to Part VII housing projects, including the procurement of, and contracts for, property 
management services. 


5. Leases for units in Part VII housing projects. 
6. Multi-year financial plans. 
Targets, restrictions on changes by service manager, para. 77 (5) 2 of the Act 


101. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 77 (5) of the Act, as restrictions on a 
change to a target that a service manager may make without the agreement of a housing provider: 


1. The service manager shall not change a target for a housing project under clause 77 (1) (a) of the Act if the result 
would be that the number of non-RGI units in the project changes by more than 10 per cent from the number of non- 
RGI units under the initial target for the project under subsection 77 (6) of the Act, or if the service manager and the 
housing provider have changed the target under subsection 77 (4) of the Act by agreement, under the target most 
recently agreed to. 


2. A change is not effective unless the service manager gives notice of the change to the housing provider. 


(2) For the purposes of paragraph | of subsection (1), the number of non-RGI units in a housing project is the total number 
of units in the project minus the target under clause 77 (1) (a) of the Act. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS 
Records, subs. 79 (1) of the Act 
102. (1) This section governs the records that a housing provider must keep under subsection 79 (1) of the Act. 


(2) The housing provider must keep each of the following records for at least seven years after the end of the fiscal year to 
which the record relates: 


1. The housing provider’s financial records. 


2. The housing provider’s records relating to a Part VII housing project, other than records to which subsection (3) or (4) 
applies. 


(3) The housing provider must keep the records relating to a household that occupies a unit in a Part VII housing project 
for at least five years after the household last resides in a unit in the project. 


(4) If the housing provider refuses to offer a unit to a household under a rule under subsection 50 (1) or 77 (1), the housing 
provider shall keep a record of the decision to refuse to offer the unit to the household, including a copy of the notice given to 
the household under that section and the information used by the housing provider to make its decision, for at least seven 
years after the notice was given to the household. 


Annual reports, contents, subs. 80 (2) of the Act 


103. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 80 (2) of the Act, as information and documents that 
must be included in an annual report for a fiscal year: 


1. Financial information about the housing provider, including audited financial statements for the fiscal year. 


2. The information needed to enable the service manager to calculate the amount of any subsidy payable to the housing 
provider for the fiscal year under section 78 of the Act. 


3. Statistical information on the households residing in the housing provider’s Part VII housing projects in the service 
area. 
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ENFORCEMENT 


Service manager-appointed receiver, etc., powers, subs. 95 (9) of the Act 


104. (1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of subsection 95 (9) of the Act, the powers that an interim receiver or 
interim receiver and manager has. 


(2) The interim receiver or interim receiver and manager has the power to act as the housing provider with respect to its 
assets, liabilities and undertakings, including its housing projects. 


(3) Without limiting the generality of subsection (2), the powers under that subsection include the following: 
1. The power to carry on and manage the business and affairs of the housing provider. 
2. The power to take possession of, preserve and protect the assets of the housing provider, including its housing projects. 
3. The power to commence, conduct or defend legal proceedings. 
4. The power to borrow money. 
5 


The power to receive payments or anything else in satisfaction of any obligation to the housing provider and to 
compromise any such obligation. 


6. The power to enter into contracts, sign documents or do anything incidental to the exercise of its other powers. 


(4) The interim receiver or interim receiver and manager shall not exercise any of its powers unless all of the following are 
satisfied: 


1. The interim receiver or interim receiver and manager has insurance acceptable to the service manager and has 
provided the service manager with proof of such insurance. 


N 


The interim receiver or interim receiver and manager has provided the service manager with undertakings, satisfactory 
to the service manager, that the interim receiver or interim receiver and manager and all persons who the interim 
receiver or interim receiver and manager procures the assistance of in the carrying out of the powers of the interim 
receiver or interim receiver and manager, 


i. shall not do anything that would result in a conflict of interest, and 


ii. shall comply with the requirements, to which the housing provider was subject, relating to the collection, use, 
disclosure and safeguarding of privacy of personal information and for a person’s access to his or her personal 
information. 


Date for undertaking required review, s. 100 of the Act 


105. January 1, 2017 is prescribed, for the purposes of section 100 of the Act, as the day by which the review required 
under that section shall be undertaken. 


PART IX 
PAYMENT OF CERTAIN HOUSING COSTS — PART VIII OF THE ACT 
PROVINCIAL HOUSING COSTS 
Billing periods, subs. 104 (2) of the Act 


106. For the purposes of subsection 104 (2) of the Act, the billing period for provincial housing costs is the calendar 
month. 


Recoverable costs, exclusion, s. 105 of the Act 


107. For the purposes of section 105 of the Act, costs relating to housing in the Town of Moosonee shall not be included 
in the amount of housing costs to be recovered from service managers. 


Allocation of recoverable costs among service managers, subs. 106 (1) of the Act 


108. For the purposes of subsection 106 (1) of the Act, the portion of the recoverable costs apportioned to a service 
manager shall be the portion of those costs that relate to housing in the service manager’s service area. 


SERVICE MANAGER’S HOUSING COSTS — EXCLUSION 
Service manager’s housing costs, exclusion, subs. 109 (2) of the Act 


109. For the purposes of subsection 109 (2) of the Act, a service manager’s costs do not include the costs of administering 
or funding a transferred housing program in a municipality that is deemed to be territory without municipal organization for 
the purposes of section 112 of the Act. 
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MUNICIPAL SERVICE MANAGER’S HOUSING COSTS — APPORTIONMENT 
Definition 
110. In sections 111 to 114, 


“party” means the municipal service manager or a municipality within the service manager’s service area with respect to 
which subsection 111 (3) of the Act applies. 


Apportionment method, certain municipal service managers, subs. 111 (3) of the Act 


111. For the purposes of subsection 111 (3) of the Act, a municipal service manager’s housing costs shall be apportioned 
among the parties in accordance with, 


(a) an agreement made by parties; or 
(b) if there is no agreement, an award given pursuant to an arbitration. 
Agreement to provide for apportionment 
112. (1) This section applies with respect to an agreement referred to in clause 111 (a). 
(2) The agreement becomes effective, 
(a) if an effective date is specified in the agreement, 
(i) on the specified date, if that date is the first day of a month, or 
(ii) on the first day of the month after the specified date, if that date is not the first day of a month; or 
(b) if no effective date is specified in the agreement, on the first day of the month after the agreement is made. 


(3) The agreement may be effective with respect to a period before it is made if the agreement provides for a monetary 
reconciliation among the parties with respect to that period. 


(4) If the agreement expires or is terminated by a notice of termination given in accordance with the agreement, the date of 
the expiry or termination shall be, 


(a) the date determined in accordance with the agreement or notice, if that date is the last day of a month; or 


(b) the last day of the month in which the date determined in accordance with the agreement or notice falls, if that date is 
not the last day of a month. 


Arbitration to provide for apportionment 
113. (1) This section applies with respect to an arbitration referred to in clause 111 (b). 
(2) The following apply with respect to the commencement of an arbitration: 
1. Ifthe parties have an agreement referred to in clause 111 (a), a party may commence an arbitration if, 
i. a notice of termination has been given in accordance with the agreement, or 
ll. the agreement will expire within 12 months. 


2. If an arbitration award referred to in clause 111 (b) is in effect, a party may commence a new arbitration if the 
arbitration award has been in effect for at least two years. 


3. A party may commence an arbitration under paragraph | or 2 by serving a notice on the other parties. 


4. The parties are deemed to have commenced an arbitration on the day that an agreement referred to in clause 111 (a) is 
terminated or expires unless, 


i. the parties have entered into another agreement referred to in clause 111 (a), or 
ii. one of the parties has already commenced an arbitration under paragraph 1. 
(3) An arbitration is governed by the Arbitration Act, 1991, subject to the following rules: 
1. The parties may jointly appoint a single arbitrator on or after the day the arbitration is commenced. 


2. If the parties are entitled to appoint an arbitrator jointly but have not done so, the Superior Court of Justice may make 
the appointment on a party’s application under section 10 of the Arbitration Act, 1991. 


3. The arbitrator shall make a final award that disposes of the issue within three months after being appointed. 


4. The date by which the arbitrator is required to make a final award shall not be extended by a court, despite section 39 
of the Arbitration Act, 1991. However, that date may be extended by agreement of the parties.

5. The final award may be effective with respect to a period before it is made but if it does the final award must provide 
for a monetary reconciliation among the parties with respect to that period. 


6. A party may appeal the final award to the Superior Court of Justice only on a question of law, with leave, which the 
court shall grant only if it is satisfied that the conditions in clauses 45 (1) (a) and (b) of the Arbitration Act, 1991 are 
met. No appeal lies on a question of fact or of mixed law and fact, despite any agreement by the parties. 


7. At any time during the arbitration, the parties may enter into an agreement referred to in clause 111 (a) that includes an 
agreement apportioning the costs of the arbitration among the parties, in which case the arbitration terminates. 


8. The parties may, at any time, amend the final award by agreement or replace the award with an agreement referred to 
in clause 111 (a). 


(4) If the arbitration award will be replacing an agreement referred to in clause 111 (a) the following apply in addition to 
the rules set out in subsection (3): 


1. If the agreement is still in effect when the final award is made, the award shall take effect when the agreement expires 
or is terminated.

If the agreement expires or is terminated before the final award is made, the agreement is deemed to continue in effect 
until the award is made and the award must provide for a monetary reconciliation among the parties with respect to the 
period during which the agreement is deemed to continue in effect. 


(5) If the arbitration award will be replacing a previous arbitration award referred to in clause 111 (b) the following applies 
in addition to the rules set out in subsection (3): 


1. The final award shall take effect on the later of, 
i. the day that is three years after the effective date of the previous award, and 


ii. the day the notice commencing the arbitration was served, if that day was the first day of the month or, if not, the 
first day of the month after the day the notice was served. 


(6) The following apply if an arbitration referred to in clause 111 (b) and one or more arbitrations described in subsection

Transition, agreements and arbitrations under former Act 


114. (1) An agreement dealing with the apportionment of a service manager’s housing costs that was made before the 
former Act was repealed and that was still in effect when the former Act was repealed continues as an agreement referred to 
in clause 111 (a). 


(2) An arbitration award dealing with the apportionment of a service manager’s housing costs that was made before the 
former Act was repealed and that was still in effect when the former Act was repealed continues as an award referred to in 
clause 111 (b). 


(3) An arbitration to deal with the apportionment of a service manager’s housing costs that was commenced before the 
former Act was repealed and that had not yet concluded when the former Act was repealed shall be continued and section 113 
applies with respect to that arbitration and, for greater certainty, the final award may be effective with respect to a period 
before that section came into force and may provide for a monetary reconciliation with respect to such a period.

Apportionment method — dssab service managers, subs. 112 (3) of the Act

116. (1) A dssab service manager’s housing costs shall be apportioned in accordance with this section unless a different 
method of apportionment is determined under section 117.

Alternative apportionment method by majority consent 


117. (1) A dssab service manager may apportion its housing costs by a method determined by the service manager instead 
of by a method provided in subsection 116 (2) or (5) if, 


(a) a majority of the municipalities within the service area and members representing territory without municipal 
organization within the service area consent to the method determined by the service manager; 


(b) the municipalities and members referred to in clause (a) who have consented represent a majority of the electors in the

Members of the Corporation, s. 127 of the Act 
129. (1) The housing providers listed in Schedule 6 are prescribed for the purposes of clause 127 (c) of the Act. 
(2) The housing providers listed in Schedule 7 are prescribed for the purposes of clause 127 (d) of the Act. 


(3) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of clause 127 (e) of the Act, as requirements for a housing provider or 
other person to be a member of the Corporation: 


1. The housing provider or other person must have applied to become a member. 
2. The board of directors of the Corporation must have admitted the housing provider or other person as a member. 


(4) For greater certainty, nothing in this section prevents a member of the Corporation under clause 127 (e) of the Act 
from resigning as a member. 


(S) A housing provider that was a member of the Corporation under clause 140 (2) (e) of the former Act is deemed to be a 
member of the Corporation under clause 127 (e) of the Act. 


DIRECTORS 
Selection of directors, subs. 128 (2) of the Act 


130. The following apply with respect to the selection of directors under paragraphs 2 to 8 of subsection 128 (2) of the 
Act: 


1. The Corporation shall make arrangements, as necessary, for the selection of the directors. 


2. No selection shall be effective until after the March 31 on which the previous term under subsection 129 (1) of the Act 
or section 132 ended, or would have ended if a vacancy had not arisen before the end of that previous term.

Consultation before director vacancy filled, subs. 134 (2) of the Act

2. Before appointing a replacement of a director selected under paragraph 7 of subsection 128 (2) of the Act, the board of 
directors may consult, or make reasonable efforts to consult, with an organization that represents the interests of 
housing providers that are non-profit corporations. 
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3. Before appointing a replacement of a director selected under paragraph 8 of subsection 128 (2) of the Act, the board of 
directors may consult, or make reasonable efforts to consult, with an organization that represents the interests of non- 
profit housing co-operatives. 


Transition, limit on terms as Chair, subs. 135 (3) of the Act 


134. A term as chair of the board of directors under the former Act is deemed to be a term as chair for the purposes of 
subsection 135 (3) of the Act. 


Directors’ expense policy, subs. 138 (2) of the Act 
135. The policy referred to in subsection 138 (2) of the Act must address the following: 
1. What expenses may be reimbursed. 
2. The extent to which expenses may be reimbursed. 
3. What is required to substantiate expense claims. 
4 


. What approvals are necessary for the reimbursement of expenses. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
Required member participation, subs. 151 (1) of the Act 


136. (1) The housing providers that are members of the Corporation under clause 127 (c) of the Act are required, under 
subsection 151 (1) of the Act, to participate in the insurance program under clause 124 (a) of the Act. 


(2) The housing providers that are members of the Corporation under clause 127 (b), (c) or (d) of the Act are required, 
under subsection 151 (1) of the Act, to participate in the schemes to pool capital reserve funds under clause 124 (b) of the 
Act. 


(3) The following are exempt from subsection (2): 
1. Ottawa Community Housing Corporation. 
2. Peel Housing Corporation. 
3. Toronto Community Housing Corporation. 


(4) A housing provider is required to participate under subsection (1) or (2) only with respect to Part VII housing projects 
as defined in section 73 of the Act. 


Annual report contents, subs. 152 (2) of the Act 


137. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 152 (2) of the Act, as information that must be 
included in an annual report for a fiscal year: 


1. For each director and officer, 
i. the name of the director or officer, 
ii. the amount of remuneration paid to the director or officer during the fiscal year, and 
ili. the amount paid to the director or officer during the fiscal year as reimbursement for expenses. 


2. For each of the five employees, other than officers, who were paid the highest amounts as reimbursement for expenses 
during the fiscal year, 


i. the name of the employee, and 
ii. the amount paid to the employee during the fiscal year as reimbursement for expenses. 
3. A copy of the policy referred to in subsection 138 (2) of the Act. 
(2) In subsection (1), 
“officer” means the chief executive officer of the Corporation and any other employee appointed by the board of directors. 


(3) The first annual report under subsection 152 (1) of the Act is due in 2013 for the 2012 year. However, section 153 of 
the former Act continues to apply to the Corporation until the Corporation prepares an annual report under that section for the 
2011 year and complies with the other requirements under that section. 


PART XI 
MISCELLANEOUS — PART X OF THE ACT 


REVIEWS OF CERTAIN DECISIONS 
System for dealing with reviews, requirements, subs. 155 (4) of the Act 


138. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 155 (4) of the Act, as requirements for a service 
manager’s system for dealing with reviews: 
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1. The rules included in the system must, 
i. provide for when a review may be requested, 
ii. provide for when the decision made by the review body must be made, 


ili. require that no individual who participated in the making of the decision being reviewed may participate in the 
review as a member of the review body, 


iv. require that an individual may only participate in a review as a member of the review body if the individual is 
knowledgeable about the provisions of the Act and the regulations that are relevant to the decision being 
reviewed, and 


v. require that no individual who previously discussed the decision being reviewed with the decision-maker 
participate in the review as a member of the review body and that, during such participation, no member of the 
review body discuss the decision with the decision-maker except in the course of the review. 


2. With respect to a determination under subsection 48 (1) or 63 (1) of the Act that a household is not included in the 
special priority household category, the rules included in the system must require that, 


i. a review must be completed and the decision of the review body made within 10 business days after the request 
for the review is received, 


li. notice of the decision and reasons of the review body must be given within five business days after the decision 
was made, and 


iil. notice of the decision of the review body must not be given to any other member of the household other than the 
member who requested the review. 


Effective date of decisions, s. 159 of the Act 


139. (1) For the purposes of section 159 of the Act, the date on which a decision is effective shall be determined in 
accordance with the following: 


1. Subject to subparagraph 3 11, a decision for which a review may be requested under section 156 or 157 of the Act is 
effective on the later of the day specified by the decision-maker and the day immediately after the last day for 
requesting a review. 


i) 


Despite paragraph | or subparagraph 3 i1, the determination, under subsection 50 (1) of the Act, by a service manager 
of the amount of rent payable by a household when the household begins to receive rent-geared-to-income assistance 
for a unit is effective on the day specified by the service manager. 


3. Ifareview is requested under section 156 or 157 of the Act, 


i. the decision made by the review body is effective on the later of the day specified by the review body and the day 
the review body made its decision, and 


il. the decision being reviewed is effective only if the review body provides for it to be effective and, if the review 
body so provides, the decision being reviewed is effective on the later of day specified by the review body and 
the day the review body made its decision. 


(2) In the event of a conflict between this section and sections 52 and 53 of Ontario Regulation 298/01 (Determination of 
Geared-To-Income Rent Under Section 50 of the Act) under the Act, sections 52 and 53 prevail. 


RESTRICTIONS ON DEALING WITH CERTAIN LAND 


Real property transferred under a transfer order, exceptions, subs. 161 (5) of the Act 


140. (1) The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 161 (5) of the Act, as transactions and activities 
relating to real property described in subsection 161 (1) of the Act for which consent is not required under subsection 161 (2) 
or (3) of the Act: 


1. The lease of a unit in a housing project on the real property, if the term of the lease does not exceed one year. 
2. Subject to subsection (2), the lease of a part of the real property, other than a unit. 
3. The transfer or mortgage of real property in a service area to or in favour of, 

i. the service manager, 


ll. a municipality in the service manager’s service area, other than a municipality that forms part of the service 
manager for municipal purposes, or 


ill. a corporation, one of whose objects is the provision of housing and that is controlled by an entity described in 
subparagraph 1 or i. 
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4. Subject to subsection (2), the transfer of real property, for the purpose of road widening, to an entity that has the power 
to expropriate land. 


5. Subject to subsection (2), the transfer of an easement or right of way if, 
i. the purpose of the easement or right of way is to facilitate the provision of a service to a housing project, 


ii. the easement or right of way will not reduce the number of units in a housing project that are occupied by 
households receiving rent-geared-to-income assistance or that are modified units as defined in subsection 41 (2) 
of the Act and will not significantly affect any other aspect of the operation of a housing project, or 


ili. the transfer is to an entity that has the power to expropriate land. 


6. Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the development of real property, other than a housing project, if the development is 
required to bring a housing project into compliance with an Act or regulation, other than the Act or a regulation under 
the Act. 


7. Subject to subsection (2), the transfer, mortgage or development of real property in a service area if the service 
manager has provided the Province with an indemnity relating to the transfer, mortgage or development that is 
acceptable to the Minister. 


(2) Paragraphs 2, 4, 5, 6 and 7 of subsection (1) apply with respect to real property only if a document has been registered 
or deposited against title to the property under section 43 of the former Act. 


(3) For greater certainty, paragraph 6 of subsection (1) does not apply to a transfer or mortgage, even if the transfer or 
mortgage is related to the development to which that paragraph applies. 


Certain housing projects, exceptions, subs. 162 (4) of the Act 


141. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 162 (4) of the Act, as transactions relating to housing 
projects described in subsection 161 (1) of the Act for which consent is not required under subsection 162 (2) or (3) of the 
Act: 


1. The lease of a unit in a housing project, if the term of the lease does not exceed one year. 
2. The lease of a part of a housing project or the land where it is located, other than a unit. 
3. Ifa housing project is operated by a non-profit housing co-operative, 

i. the grant of a right to occupy a member unit, or 

ii. the grant of a right to occupy a non-member unit for a term not exceeding one year. 


4. The transfer or mortgage of a housing project in a service area or the land where it is located if the service manager has 
provided the Province with an indemnity relating to the transfer or mortgage that is acceptable to the Minister. 


5. The renewal or replacement of a mortgage if the renewal or replacement was in accordance with a system or process 
established by the Minister and the renewal or replacement does not increase the outstanding principal or alter the 
remaining amortization period.

142. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 163 (2) of the Act, as requirements for a notice under 
subsection 163 (1) of the Act: 


1. The notice must describe the transaction or activity for which consent was given. 
2. The notice must set out, 
i. the names of the parties involved in the transaction or activity, 
i. the legal description of the land involved in the transaction or activity, and 
i. details of any mortgage that is relevant to the transaction or activity. 
RESTRICTIONS ON CERTAIN CORPORATE CHANGES 
Content of notice, subs. 166 (9) of the Act 


143. The following are prescribed, for the purposes of subsection 166 (9) of the Act, as requirements for a notice under 
subsection 166 (8) of the Act: 


1. The notice must describe the transaction or activity for which consent was given. 
2. The notice must describe how the transaction or activity will affect the housing provider. 


3. The notice must set out details of any mortgage that is relevant to the transaction or activity. 
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EXEMPTIONS FOR CERTAIN TRANSFERS 
Prescribed transfers, para. 167 (2) 2 of the Act 


144. (1) A transfer to a local housing corporation from a corporation described in subparagraph | 111 of subsection 167 (2) 
of the Act of all the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the corporation is prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 2 of 
subsection 167 (2) of the Act. 


(2) During the two-year period following the repeal of the former Act, the transfers prescribed under section 15 of Ontario 
Regulation 368/01 (General) made under the former Act, as that section read immediately before being revoked, are 
prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 2 of subsection 167 (2) of the Act. 


DEALING WITH INFORMATION 
Personal information, prescribed programs, subs. 169 (1) of the Act 


145. The housing programs prescribed for the purposes of the definition of “transferred housing program” in section 2 of 
the Act are prescribed for the purposes of subsection 169 (1) of the Act. 


Personal information, prescribed standards, subs. 169 (1) of the Act 


146. (1) This section prescribes standards, for the purposes of subsection 169 (1) of the Act, for the collection, use, 
disclosure and safeguarding of privacy of personal information and for a person’s access to his or her personal information. 


(2) A provider shall not disclose personal information obtained in the course of providing the services described in 
subsection 169 (1) of the Act except, 


(a) if the person to whom the personal information relates consents to the disclosure; 


(b) if the person to whom the personal information relates is less than 16 years old or is unable for any reason to give a 
valid consent and consent is given by another person who, 


(i) is the parent of the person to whom the personal information relates, if that person is less than 16 years old, 
(11) is the guardian of the person to whom the personal information relates, 


(111) is an attorney of the person to whom the personal information relates under a power of attorney that authorizes 
the attorney to give the consent on that person’s behalf, or 


(iv) is otherwise authorized to give the consent on behalf of the person to whom the personal information relates; 
(c) if the disclosure is authorized by, or is for the purpose of complying with, the Act or a regulation under the Act; 
(d) if the disclosure is authorized by law; 
(e) for the purpose for which it was obtained or compiled or for a consistent purpose; 


(f) if the disclosure is made to a director, officer, employee, consultant, agent or volunteer of the provider who needs the 
record in the performance of their duties; 


(g) if the disclosure is to aid an investigation undertaken with a view to a law enforcement proceeding or from which a 
law enforcement proceeding 1s likely to result and the disclosure is to a person or organization referred to subsection 
174 (1) or (2) of the Act or a law enforcement agency; 


(h) in compelling circumstances affecting the health or safety of a person if upon disclosure notification is mailed to the 
last known address of the person to whom the information relates; or 


(1) in compassionate circumstances, to facilitate contact with the spouse, a close relative or a friend of a person who is 
injured, ill or deceased. 


(3) A provider shall not collect or use personal information except, 


(a) as is necessary for purposes relating to the performance of its powers and duties under the Act or a regulation under 
the Act, including powers and duties delegated to the provider under section 17 of the Act; or 


(b) as otherwise authorized by law. 


(4) A provider that collects personal information from the person to which it relates shall ensure that the person is given 
written notice, 


(a) of the purpose or purposes of the collection; 


(b) that the information may be shared as necessary for the purpose of making decisions or verifying eligibility for 
assistance under the Act, the Ontario Disability Support Program Act, 1997, the Ontario Works Act, 1997 or the Day 
Nurseries Act, or as authorized by an agreement under section 171 or 172 of the Act; and 
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(c) of the name, title, business address and business telephone number of a person who can answer questions and respond 
to complaints about the collection, use or disclosure of the information. 


(5) A provider shall take whatever steps are reasonably necessary to safeguard the privacy of personal information in its 
custody or control, and when it disposes of personal information shall do so in a secure manner. 


(6) A provider who has custody or control of personal information shall allow the person to whom the information relates 
to have access to it on request, if the person provides satisfactory identification. 


(7) Subsection (6) does not apply if, 


(a) the personal information to which the person seeks access contains or reveals personal information about another 
person that could not be disclosed, under subsection (2), to the first-named person; 


(b) it would be unreasonably difficult for the provider to retrieve and allow access to the personal information; or 


(c) the disclosure of the personal information could reasonably be expected to prejudice the mental or physical health or 
mental or physical security of any person, including the person seeking access to the information. 


(8) A person who is given access to personal information under subsection (6) is entitled, on request, 
(a) to have the provider correct the personal information; or 


(b) to have the provider attach to the personal information a statement of disagreement reflecting any requested correction 
that was not made. 


(9) A provider shall ensure that the provider’s directors, officers, employees, agents and volunteers comply with the 
standards prescribed by this section. 


(10) Subsection (11) applies with respect to the following personal information: 


1. Personal information collected for the purpose of determining whether a household should be included in the special 
priority household category. 


2. Personal information, whether or not it is collected for the purpose described in paragraph |, that relates to the abuse of 
a member of a household by an individual who is or was living with the member or who is sponsoring the member as 
an immigrant. 


(11) The following apply with respect to the personal information described in subsection (10): 
1. Despite any other subsection in this section, the personal information shall not be disclosed or used except, 
1. for the purpose for which it was collected, or 
il. with consent to the disclosure or use as described in paragraph 2. 


2. The consent referred to in subparagraph | 11 1s the consent of the abused person or, if the abused person is less than 16 
years old or is unable for any reason to give a valid consent, the consent of another person who, 


i. is the parent of the abused person, if that person is less than 16 years old, 
il. is the guardian of the abused person, 


ili. 1S an attorney of the abused person under a power of attorney that authorizes the attorney to give the consent on 
that person’s behalf, or 


iv. 1s otherwise authorized to give the consent on the abused person’s behalf. 
3. Subsection (6) does not apply with respect to the personal information. 
(12) In this section, 
“law enforcement” means, 
(a) policing, 


(b) investigations or inspections that lead or could lead to proceedings in a court or tribunal if a penalty or sanction could 
be imposed in those proceedings, and 


(c) the conduct of proceedings referred to in clause (b); 


“parent”, in relation to an individual, includes a person who has demonstrated a settled intention to treat the individual as a 
child of his or her family, but does not include a person in whose home the individual has been placed as a foster child for 
consideration; 


“provider” means any person to whom section 169 of the Act applies. 
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Restriction re prescribed personal information, section 175 of the Act 


147. (1) Personal information collected by a service manager or special needs housing administrator as defined in section 
38 of the Act for the purposes of determining whether a household should be included in the special priority household 
category is prescribed for the purposes of section 175 of the Act. 


(2) Personal information prescribed under subsection (1) may be disclosed or shared under section 171, 172 or 174 of the 
Act only for the purpose of determining whether the household should be included in the special priority household category. 


PART XII

PRELIMINARY 
Interpretation 


1. In this Regulation, 
“fiscal year” means the fiscal year of the housing provider; 
“housing projects” means Part VII housing projects in the service area of the relevant service manager. 
Regulation provides for subsidies, s. 78 of the Act 


2. This regulation provides for the subsidies a service manager is required to pay to a housing provider under section 78 of 
the Act. 


Subsidies for Part VII housing projects in service area 


3. A service manager is only required to pay a subsidy to a housing provider that operates a Part VII housing project in the 
service manager’s service area. 


PART II 
DETERMINATION OF SUBSIDY 


Application of Part 


4. This Part applies with respect to the subsidy that a service manager pays a housing provider unless the housing provider 
is set out in the Schedule opposite the service manager. 


Determination under this Part 


5. The amount of the subsidy for a fiscal year that a service manager shall pay a housing provider shall be determined 
using the following formula, 


IBOpCosts + SMCosts — IBRev + RGISub + PTx — Sur 
in which, 


“IBOpCosts” is the provider’s indexed benchmark operating costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under section 6, 


“SMCosts” is the provider’s shelter mortgage costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects determined 
under section 15, 


“IBRev” is the provider’s indexed benchmark revenue for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under section 7, 
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“RGISub” is the provider’s rent-geared-to-income subsidy for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under section 8, 

EP ie is the property taxes payable by the provider for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects, and 

“SUL is the amount equal to 50 per cent of the provider’s surplus for the fiscal year in respect of its housing 


projects determined under section 9, or such lesser amount as the service manager may determine. 
Indexed benchmark operating costs 
6. (1) For the purposes of section 5, the housing provider’s indexed benchmark operating costs for a fiscal year in respect 
of its housing projects is the amount determined by, 
(a) calculating the indexed benchmark operating cost for the fiscal year for each item listed in the Table to this subsection 
by, 
(i) expressing as a decimal number the operating cost index for the item for the fiscal year, as determined by the 
Minister under subsection (2) or (3), 
(11) adding one to the number determined under subclause (1), and 


(ii1) multiplying the indexed benchmark operating cost for the item for the prior fiscal year by the number determined 
under subclause (11); and 


(b) calculating the sum of the indexed benchmark operating costs determined under clause (a) for all the items.

Indexed benchmark revenue 


7. (1) For the purposes of section 5, the housing provider’s indexed benchmark revenue for a fiscal year in respect of its 
housing projects is the amount determined using the following formula, 


IBRev(MarkRent) — IBVacLoss + BNonrentRev 
in which, 


“IBRev(MarkRent)” is the provider’s indexed benchmark revenue for market rent for the fiscal year in respect of its housing 
projects determined under subsection (2), 


“IBVacLoss” is the provider’s indexed benchmark vacancy loss for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under subsection (3), and 


“BNonrentRev” is the provider’s benchmark non-rental revenue for the prior fiscal year. 
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(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the housing provider’s indexed benchmark revenue for market rent for a fiscal year 
in respect of its housing projects is the amount determined by, 


(a) expressing as a decimal number the market rent index determined under section 10; 
(b) adding one to the number determined under clause (a); and 


(c) multiplying the provider’s indexed benchmark revenue for market rent for the prior fiscal year by the number 
determined under clause (b). 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (1), the housing provider’s indexed benchmark vacancy loss for a fiscal year in respect 
of its housing projects is the amount determined by, 


(a) expressing as a decimal number the market rent index determined under section 10; 
(b) adding one to the number determined under clause (a); and 


(c) multiplying the provider’s indexed benchmark vacancy loss for the prior fiscal year by the number determined under 
clause (b). 


(4) To reflect a change in the circumstances of a housing provider, the Minister may, after consulting with the housing 
provider and the service manager, 


(a) determine a different benchmark non-rental revenue for the fiscal year instead of what would otherwise be used in the 
formula under subsection (1); or 


(b) determine a different amount for the fiscal year to be used instead of what would otherwise be calculated under 
subsection (2) or (3). 


Rent-geared-to-income subsidy 


8. (1) For the purposes of section 5, the housing provider’s rent-geared-to-income subsidy for a fiscal year in respect of its 
housing projects is the amount determined using the following formula, 


MarkRent — RGIRent 
in which, 
“MarkRent” is the lesser of, 


(a) the total of the provider’s indexed benchmark market rent, determined under subsection (2), for the fiscal year 
from the rent-geared-to-income units in the provider’s housing projects, and 


(b) the total of what the rent would be for the fiscal year from the rent-geared-to-income units if no rent-geared-to- 
income assistance was given in respect of those units, and 


“RGIRent” is the rent payable to the provider for the fiscal year by the households accommodated in those rent-geared- 
to-income units. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the total of a housing provider’s indexed benchmark market rent for a fiscal year 
from rent-geared-to-income units in its housing projects is the amount determined by, 


(a) expressing as a decimal number the market rent index determined under section 10; 
(b) adding one to the number determined under clause (a); and 


(c) multiplying the number determined under clause (b) by the total of the provider’s indexed benchmark market rent for 
the prior fiscal year. 


Surplus 


9. (1) For the purposes of section 5, the housing provider’s surplus for a fiscal year in respect of its housing projects is the 
amount determined under this section. 


(2) If the housing provider’s accumulated surplus in respect of its housing projects, determined under subsection (6), at the 
beginning of the fiscal year or the beginning of any previous fiscal year for which the service manager paid the housing 
provider a subsidy under section 78 of the Act or section 102 of the former Act is equal to or greater than the product of $300 
multiplied by the number of units in the provider’s housing projects at the beginning of the fiscal year or that previous fiscal 
year, as the case may be, the provider’s surplus for the fiscal year is the provider’s net operating income for its housing 
projects for the fiscal year determined under subsection (5). 


(3) If subsection (2) does not apply and if the amount determined using the following formula is positive, the housing 
provider’s surplus for the fiscal year is the amount determined using the following formula, 


NetOpInc + AccSur — Amt($300) 


in which, 
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‘“NetOpInc” is the provider’s net operating income for its housing projects for the fiscal year determined under 
subsection (5), 


“AccSur” is the provider’s accumulated surplus in respect of its housing projects at the beginning of the fiscal year 
determined under subsection (6), and 


“Amt($300)” is the product of $300 multiplied by the average number of the housing provider’s units in the fiscal year. 
(4) If neither subsection (2) nor (3) applies for the fiscal year, the housing provider’s surplus for the fiscal year is nil. 


(5) For the purposes of this section, the net operating income of a housing provider for a fiscal year for its housing projects 
is the amount by which its revenue for the fiscal year from those projects determined under subsection 16 (1), exceeds its 
operating costs for the fiscal year with respect to those projects determined under subsection 16 (2). 


(6) For the purposes of this section, a housing provider’s accumulated surplus in respect of its housing projects at the 
beginning of a fiscal year is the portion of its retained earnings at the end of the previous fiscal year determined in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles as they apply to social housing, that can reasonably be considered to be derived 
from its housing projects. 


Market rent index 


10. (1) For the purposes of sections 6, 7 and 8, the market rent index applicable for a fiscal year to a housing provider’s 
housing projects is the lesser of, 


(a) the guideline published under subsection 120 (3) of the Residential Tenancies Act, 2006; and 
(b) the percentage change in the average rent for rental units, as determined under subsection (2). 


(2) For the purposes of clause (1) (b), the percentage change in the average rent for rental units is determined using the 
following formula, rounded to the first decimal point: 


(AvRentRecent/AvRentPrior — 1) x 100 
in which, 


“AvRentRecent” is the number indicated in the edition of the Rental Market Report for fall of the second calendar year 
before the year in which the fiscal year begins, published by the Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, as the “Total” average rent for a “Private Apartment” or “Private Row (Townhouse)”, as the 
case may be, and for a census metropolitan area centre, census agglomeration centre or a zone, as the case 
may be, and 


‘“AvRentPrior” is the number indicated in the report published one year before the report referred to in “AvRentRecent” 
that corresponds to the number determined under “AvRentRecent”. 


(3) If the Rental Market Report does not provide data required for the calculation of “AvRentRecent” or “AvRentPrior’, 
then “AvRentRecent” or “AvRentPrior’, as the case may be, is equal to the number indicated in the Rental Market Report as 
the “Total” average rent for the census metropolitan area centre or census agglomeration centre, as the case may be, or, if that 
data is not available, for Ontario. 


PART III

Application of Part 


11. This Part applies with respect to the subsidy that a service manager pays a housing provider if the housing provider is 
set out in the Schedule opposite the service manager. 


Determination under this Part 


12. If this Part applies, the amount of the subsidy for a fiscal year that a service manager shall pay a housing provider shall 
be determined using the following formula, 


IBOpCosts + SMCosts — Rev + PTx — Sur 
in which, 


“IBOpCosts” is the provider’s indexed benchmark operating costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under section 13, 


“SMCosts” is the provider’s shelter mortgage costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects determined 
under section 15, 

“Reve is the provider’s revenue for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects determined under subsection 
16 (1), 

ss esl bo is the property taxes payable by the provider for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects, and

respect of its housing projects is the amount determined by, 


(a) calculating the indexed benchmark operating cost for the fiscal year for each item listed in the Table to this subsection 


(1) expressing as a decimal number the operating cost index for the item for the fiscal year, as determined by the 
Minister under subsection (2), 


(11) adding one to the number determined under subclause (1), and 


(111) multiplying the indexed benchmark operating cost for the item for the prior fiscal year by the number determined 
under subclause (ii); and 


(b) calculating the sum of the indexed benchmark operating costs determined under clause (a) for all the items.

“IBOpCosts” is the provider’s indexed benchmark operating costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects 
determined under section 13, and 


“OpCosts” is the provider’s operating costs for the fiscal year in respect of its housing projects determined under 
subsection 16 (2). 


(3) If subsection (2) does not apply and if the amount determined using the following formula is positive, the housing 
provider’s surplus for the fiscal year is the amount determined using the following formula, 
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IBOpCosts — OpCosts + AccSur — Amt($300)

PART IV 
COMMON RULES 


Shelter mortgage costs 


15. For the purposes of sections 5 and 12, the housing provider’s shelter mortgage costs for a fiscal year in respect of its 
housing projects is the total amount of principal and interest payable by the provider for the fiscal year, where such payments 
are, 


(a) payable under mortgages guaranteed by the Province of Ontario or the Ontario Mortgage and Housing Corporation in 
respect of those projects; and 


(b) applicable to the portions of those housing projects that are used for residential accommodation and ancillary 
functions, including meeting rooms, recreational facilities, laundry facilities, parking areas and exterior grounds. 


Revenue and operating costs 


16. (1) For the purposes of sections 9 and 12, the revenue of a housing provider for a fiscal year with respect to its 
housing projects is the total of the following types of revenue earned by the housing provider in the fiscal year in respect of 
the housing projects and units in the housing projects: 


1. Revenue derived from the parts of the housing projects allocated to residential accommodation. 
2. Revenue related to facilities used for ancillary purposes. 
3. Revenue derived from the use of parking areas, exterior grounds, external building walls and roofs. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, a housing provider’s operating costs for a fiscal year from its housing projects is 
the total of the following expenses, allowances and contributions of the housing provider for the year that are reasonably 
applicable to the portions of those housing projects used for residential accommodation and ancillary functions, as 
determined in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles as they apply to social housing: 


1. Administration and maintenance expenses. 

2. Insurance premiums. 

3. Bad debt expenses. 

4. Utility costs, including electricity, fuel, water and sewer charges. 
5. Contributions to the housing provider’s capital reserve. 


(3) For the purposes of this section, gifts and donations made to a housing provider are not revenue of the housing 
provider. 


Calculations, rounding off 


17. (1) All amounts that are not whole numbers that are used in calculations under this Regulation or that result from 
calculations under this Regulation must be rounded to two decimal places, unless otherwise indicated. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply when a percentage is expressed as a decimal number. 
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PART V 
TRANSITION AND COMMENCEMENT 


Transition, former rules continue for prior fiscal years 


18. The subsidy a service manager is required to pay a housing provider for a fiscal year that begins before this regulation 
comes into force shall be determined in accordance with the former Act and the regulations under the former Act as they read 
immediately before the former Act was repealed. 


Commencement 


19. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 184 of Schedule 1 (Housing Services Act, 2011) 
to the Strong Communities through Affordable Housing Act, 2011 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

Interpretation

“identifying number” means the unique number relating to an individual on a form of identification that, 


(a) has been issued by a government or governmental agency, 


(b) bears the name of the individual, 
(c) has been approved by the Minister as providing an acceptable level of certainty of identification of the individual, and 


(d) has been listed on the website of the Ministry of Health and Long-Term Care. 


Additional monitored drugs 

2. Any drug product that is an opioid that is not listed under the Controlled Drugs and Substances Act (Canada) 1s 
designated as a monitored drug for the purposes of the Act. 
Exemption 

3. (1) The Act does not apply with respect to the prescription by a prescriber, or the dispensing by a dispenser, of a 
monitored drug, 

(a) to an in-patient as part of his or her treatment in a hospital; or 


(b) to a prisoner or inmate. 


(2) In this section, 
“in-patient” means an in-patient within the meaning of the Public Hospitals Act; (“malade hospitalisé’”’) 


“prisoner or inmate” means a person confined in a correctional institution, penitentiary, prison or youth custody facility.

Health Information Protection Act, 2004; and 


(d) the contact information of a person to contact if a prescriber, dispenser or a member of the public has any questions 
about the notice. 


(2) The Minister shall give the notice by, 
(a) posting it on the website of the Ministry of Health and Long-Term Care; 


(b) advertising it in newspapers of general circulation in Ontario within three months after the coming into force of section 
6 of the Act; and 


(c) sending a letter in electronic or hard copy format to prescribers and dispensers, as applicable, within three months after 
the coming into force of section 6 of the Act. 


Additional information 


5. (1) For the purposes of paragraph 7 of subsection 10 (1) of the Act, a prescriber shall record on the prescription an 
identifying number that is provided by the person for whom a monitored drug is prescribed and the type of identifying 
number it is. 


(2) For the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 11 (1) of the Act and subsection 11 (2) of the Act, a dispenser shall keep 
a record of an identifying number that is provided by the person for whom a monitored drug is dispensed and the type of 
identifying number it is. 


Exceptions: medical condition; prescriber’s office use 
6. (1) Section 5 does not apply where all of the following conditions are met: 
1. A person is unable to present an identifying number to the prescriber of the prescription. 


2. The prescriber records on the prescription the reason why the person needs to receive the monitored drug before he or 
she can present an identifying number. 


3. The dispenser keeps a record of the reason why the person needs to receive the monitored drug before he or she can 
present an identifying number. 


4. The dispenser provides the monitored drug directly to the person, either at the dispenser’s place of business or through 
the dispenser’s delivery service, without an agent being used to receive the drug on the person’s behalf and without a 
third-party mail or courier service being used to deliver the monitored drug. 


(2) Section 5 does not apply in respect of a prescription for a monitored drug that has been prepared for a prescriber in 
order for the prescriber to use the monitored drug for the prescriber’s practice. 


Monitored drug received by agent 


7. The following rules apply where a person who has been prescribed a monitored drug and has provided an identifying 
number uses an agent to receive the monitored drug from a dispenser: 


1. The dispenser shall, in addition to meeting the requirements of section 11 of the Act and subsection 5 (2) of this 
Regulation, verify the name and address of the agent before dispensing the monitored drug. 


2. The dispenser shall keep a record of, 
i. the name and address of the agent, 
il. the form of identification provided by the agent that verifies the name and address of the agent, and 
il. the distinguishing number on the form of identification.

8. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 1 of the Act comes into force and the day this 
Regulation is filed.

16. (1) A member shall not engage in conduct that results, directly or indirectly, in a personal or financial benefit that 
conflicts with his or her professional or ethical duty to a patient as a result of prescribing, dispensing, selling or compounding 
a drug. 

(2) A member who prescribes, dispenses, sells or compounds a drug shall comply with all applicable federal and 
provincial law related to prescribing, dispensing, selling or compounding a drug. 


(3) A member who is authorized to prescribe, dispense, sell or compound a drug shall not delegate the performance of 
prescribing, dispensing, selling or compounding a drug to any other person. 


(4) A member who is authorized to prescribe, sell or compound a drug shall not prescribe, sell or compound a controlled 
substance. 


PRESCRIBING 


17. For the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 5.1 (1) of the Act, a member may only prescribe a drug if all of the 
following conditions are met: 


1. The member must have a nurse-patient relationship with the patient for whom the drug is prescribed. 
2. The member must prescribe the drug for therapeutic purposes only. 
3. The member must ensure that the following information is recorded on the prescription: 
i. the name and address of the person for whom the drug is prescribed, 
ii. the name, strength (where applicable) and quantity of the drug that is prescribed, 
iii. the directions for use, 
iv. the member’s name, address, telephone number, title and registration number issued by the College,

DISPENSING 


18. (1) For the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 5.1 (1) of the Act, a member may only dispense a drug if all of the 
following conditions are met: 


1. The member must have a nurse-patient relationship with the patient for whom the drug is dispensed. 
2. The member must not dispense a drug pursuant to a prescription issued by any other person. 
3. The member must provide the drug directly to the patient or the patient’s representative. 
4. The member must dispense the drug for therapeutic purposes only. 
5. The member must have made reasonable inquiries and be satisfied that, 
i. the patient does not have reasonable or timely access to a pharmacy, 
ii. the patient would not otherwise receive the drug, 


iii. the patient does not have the financial resources to obtain the drug if it is not dispensed by the member, 
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iv. the drug is being dispensed for a patient in conjunction with a health promotion initiative, or 
v. dispensing the drug is necessary to test the patient’s response to the drug. 


The member must dispense a reasonable quantity of the drug having regard to the information provided by the patient 
in response to the inquiries under paragraph 5. 


The member must have reasonable grounds to believe that the drug has been obtained and stored in accordance with 
any applicable legislation. 


The member must be satisfied that the drug has not expired and will not expire before the date on which the patient is 
expected to take the last of the drug. 


The member must ensure that the container in which the drug is dispensed is marked with, 
i. an identification number, if applicable, 
ii. the member’s name and title, 
iii. the name, address and telephone number of the place from which the drug is dispensed, 
iv. the identification of the drug as to its name, its strength (where applicable) and, if available, its manufacturer, 
v. the quantity of the drug dispensed, 
vi. the date the drug is dispensed, 
vii. the expiry date of the drug, if applicable, 
Vili. the name of the patient for whom the drug is dispensed, and 
ix. the directions for use. 


The member must retain a copy of the information set out under paragraph 9 on the container in which the drug was 
dispensed in the patient’s health record, along with the information provided by the patient in response to the inquiries 
under paragraph 5. 


(2) A registered nurse in the extended class shall not describe himself or herself orally or in writing as a person who is 
authorized to dispense a drug unless he or she sets out in writing or orally the inquiries that must be made by the member 
before dispensing a drug to a patient under paragraph 5 of subsection (1). 


COMPOUNDING 


19. For the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 5.1 (1) of the Act, a member may only compound a drug if all of the 
following conditions are met:

The member must only compound two or more non-sterile creams or ointments to produce a compounded cream or 
ointment. 


The member must ensure that the compounded cream or ointment is for topical use only and for therapeutic purposes. 


3. The member must have a nurse-patient relationship with the patient for whom the cream or ointment is compounded. 


The member must dispense the compounded cream or ointment to the patient or his or her representative or apply it 
directly to the patient. 


. The member must have made reasonable inquiries and be satisfied that, 


i. the patient does not have reasonable or timely access to a pharmacy, 
li. the patient would not otherwise receive the compounded cream or ointment, or 


ili. the patient does not have the financial resources to obtain the compounded cream or ointment if it is not 
compounded by the member. 


The member must have reasonable grounds to believe that the creams or ointments used in the compounding have 
been obtained and stored in accordance with any applicable legislation. 


The member must be satisfied that the creams or ointments used in the compounding have not expired and will not 
expire before the date on which the patient is expected to apply the last of the compounded cream or ointment. 


The member must ensure that the container holding the compounded cream or ointment is marked with, 
i. an identification number, if applicable, 


ii. the name and title of the member, 
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iii. the name, address and telephone number of the place in which the compounded cream or ointment was 
compounded, 


iv. the identification of the substances used in the compounded cream and ointment, their names, strength and 
manufacturer, 


v. the percentage of each of the creams or ointments used to make the compounded cream or ointment and the 
quantity placed in the container, 


vi. the date the compounded cream or ointment was compounded and the date the compounded cream or ointment 
was dispensed, if different from the former date, 


vii. the expiry date of the compounded cream or ointment, 
vill. the name of the patient for whom the cream or ointment was compounded, and 
ix. the directions for use. 


9. The member must retain a copy of the information set out under paragraph 8 in the patient’s health record, along with 
the information provided by the patient in response to the inquiries under paragraph 5. 


SELLING 


19.1 (1) For the purposes of paragraph 8 of subsection 5.1 (1) of the Act, a member may only sell a drug if all of the 
following conditions are met: 


1. The member must have a nurse-patient relationship with the patient to whom the drug is sold. 


2. The member must sell the drug for therapeutic purposes only and only if he or she dispenses the drug directly to the 
patient or the patient’s representative or the drug is administered to the patient. 


3. The member must have made reasonable inquiries and be satisfied that, 
i. the patient does not have reasonable or timely access to a pharmacy, 
ii. the patient would not otherwise buy the drug, 
ili. the patient does not have the financial resources to obtain the drug if it is not sold by the member, or 
iv. the drug is sold in conjunction with a health promotion initiative. 


4. The member must have reasonable grounds to believe that the drug has been obtained and stored in accordance with 
any applicable federal or provincial legislation. 


5. The member must be satisfied that the drug has not expired and will not expire before the date on which the patient is 
expected to take the last of the drug. 


6. The member must not sell a drug if the selling provides a profit to him or her or a direct or indirect personal or 
financial benefit, other than the actual cost of the drug. 


7. The member must retain in the patient’s health record a record that the drug was sold to the patient, the price charged 
and the information provided by the patient in response to the inquiries under paragraph 3. 


(2) A registered nurse in the extended class shall not describe himself or herself orally or in writing as a person who is 
authorized to sell a drug unless he or she sets out in writing or orally the inquiries that must be made by the member before 
selling a drug to a patient under paragraph 3 of subsection (1). 


ADMINISTRATION OF A SUBSTANCE BY INJECTION OR INHALATION 


20. For the purposes of paragraph 6 of subsection 5.1 (1) of the Act, a member may only administer a substance by 
injection or inhalation if, 


(a) he or she has a nurse-patient relationship with the patient for whom the administration of a substance by injection or 
inhalation is performed; and 


(b) the procedure is performed only for therapeutic purposes. 
2. Schedules 2 and 3 to the Regulation are revoked.

(8) A member referred to in subsection (5) who held a certificate of registration authorizing academic practice on 
December 14, 2011 must comply with the terms, conditions and limitations specified in subsection (1) within six months of 
being issued a certificate of registration authorizing independent practice under subsection (5). 


(9) A member referred to in subsection (5) who held an inactive status certificate of registration on December 14, 2011 
must comply with the terms, conditions and limitations specified in subsection (1) within three years of being issued a 
certificate of registration authorizing independent practice under subsection (5), and if he or she does not do so, his or her 
certificate of registration authorizing independent practice is deemed to have expired on the date that is three years 
immediately after the date of issuance. 


6. Section 22 of the Regulation is revoked. 
7. Subsection 23 (3) of the Regulation is amended by adding “or fails” after “ceases”. 
8. Sections 24, 25 and 26 of the Regulation are revoked and the following substituted: 


COURTESY 
24. (1) The following are the standards and qualifications for a courtesy certificate of registration: 


1. The applicant must have received a degree in physiotherapy, unless the applicant, if applying for a certificate of 
registration authorizing independent practice, would be exempt from meeting the requirement of paragraph 1 of 
subsection 19 (1) by virtue of subsection 19 (2) or (3). 


2. The applicant must be registered to practise as a physiotherapist by an authority responsible for the regulation of 
physiotherapists in a jurisdiction outside Ontario that is approved by the Registration Committee as having a scheme 
for the regulation of physiotherapists that is reasonably equivalent to that in Ontario. 


3. The applicant must have practised physiotherapy for at least 1,200 hours in the preceding five years. 
4. The applicant must certify that he or she is making the application solely for reason of, 
i. teaching an educational course, 
ii. participating in an educational program, 
ill. participating in research activities, or 
iv. participating in a specific event of limited duration. 
(2) The following are the terms, conditions and limitations of a courtesy certificate of registration: 


1. The holder may practise physiotherapy only for the purpose that he or she certified under paragraph 4 of subsection (1) 
as the reason for making the application for the courtesy certificate of registration. 


2. The certificate expires 30 days after the date of initial registration, on the date on which the purpose referenced in 
paragraph | is attained or when the member is no longer engaged in attaining that purpose, whichever is the earliest. 


(3) If a holder of a courtesy certificate of registration ceases or fails to hold professional liability insurance in accordance 
with the College by-laws, his or her certificate of registration is deemed to be suspended until the Registrar is satisfied that he 
or she has acquired the professional liability insurance. 
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TRANSITIONAL, TEACHING PRACTICE CERTIFICATE 


25. Where, immediately before December 15, 2011, a member held a certificate of registration authorizing teaching 
practice, the certificate continues, subject to the same terms, conditions and limitations it was subject to when issued, until it 
expires in accordance with section 25 of this Regulation as it read before that date.

9. This Regulation comes into force on December 15, 2011.

GENERAL 


2. Subsection 1 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following definitions: 


“date of the forfeiture” means the date on which the Minister gave the direction to the authorized issuer or guarantor to pay 
the amount of the security to the Crown; 


“forfeited security” means the security paid to the Crown; 
“Tribunal” means the Licence Appeal Tribunal established by the Licence Appeal Tribunal Act, 1999;

PART I.1 
APPLICATIONS FOR CONSENT 


Referral to accrediting or quality assurance body other than the board 


1.1 (1) This section applies with respect to referrals made under subsection 5 (2) of the Act. 
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(2) Subject to subsection (3), the Minister shall not refer an application for a consent or renewal of a consent to an 
accrediting or quality assurance body or authority that is not the Post-secondary Education Quality Assessment Board unless 
the Minister, 


(a) requests the board’s advice regarding, 
(i) whether the accrediting or quality assurance body or authority is at arm’s length with the applicant, 


(ii) whether the standards, processes and criteria used by the body or authority in relation to accreditation or quality 
assurance are consistent with the standards, processes and criteria used by the board, 


(iii) whether the body or authority has a history demonstrating that it consistently applies the standards, processes and 
criteria to the program reviews that it conducts and the extent of that history, and 


(iv) the date after which it is likely that the advice provided under subclauses (1) to (111) will no longer be relevant; 
(b) gives full consideration to the board’s advice; and 
(c) is satisfied that the board’s advice supports a decision to refer the application to the body or authority. 
(3) The Minister is not required to request the board’s advice if, 
(a) within five years before the day the Minister receives the application referred to in subsection (2), 


(i) the Minister had requested the board’s advice in accordance with clause (2) (a) in respect of the same body or 
authority, and, 


(ii) after considering the advice, referred an application to the body or authority; and 
(b) after the Minister receives an application referred to in subsection (2), he or she, 
(i) gives full consideration to the advice referred to in clause (a), and 


(ii) is satisfied that the accrediting or quality assurance body or authority meets the conditions set out in clause (2) 
(c). 
Rejecting applications, no referral 


1.2 (1) The Minister may consider the following criteria in rejecting an application for consent or renewal of consent 
under subsection 5 (2.1) of the Act: 


1. The impact of the consent on the viability of the same or similar programs offered by post-secondary educational 
institutions that receive regular and ongoing operating funds from the province. 


2. The direct or indirect impact of the consent on demands for payment or other expenditures out of public funds. 


3. The impact of the consent on the ability of post-secondary educational institutions that receive regular and ongoing 
operating funds from the province to secure sufficient program-related practicums or other clinical or workplace 
placements for their students who are in programs where the practicums or placements are integral components of the 
programs. 


4. The consistency of the consent with government announcements and policies relating to the labour market or human 
resource planning in Ontario. 


5. The impact of the past conduct of the following on the grounds to believe that the program will be operated in 
accordance with the law and with integrity and honesty: 


i. The applicant. 


ii. If the applicant is a corporation or a body that has the powers of a corporation, its officers, directors or any other 
individual who directly or indirectly controls the corporation. 


(2) For the purposes of paragraph 4 of subsection (1), inconsistency with government announcements and policies relating 
to the labour market or human resource planning in Ontario may be determined with reference to any limitations on the 
number of individuals that may graduate from a specified program offered by a post-secondary educational institution that 
receives regular and ongoing operating funds from the province. 


Deemed referral and recommendation 


1.3 The Minister may make a decision under subsection 5 (3.1) of the Act to deem that a review is a referral and to deem 
that an approval is a recommendation if all of the following circumstances exist: 


1. The prior quality assurance review referred to in clause 5 (3.1) (a) of the Act was conducted, and the approval referred 
to in clause 5 (3.1) (b) of the Act was made, within two years before the day the Minister makes the decision. 
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2. The prior review was conducted by an accrediting or quality assurance body or authority, that is not the Post- 
secondary Education Quality Assessment Board, in respect of which, within five years before the day the Minister 
makes the decision, 


i. the Minister had requested the board’s advice in accordance with clause 1.1 (2) (a), and, 
ii. after considering the advice, the Minister referred an application to the body or authority. 
3. Before making the decision, the Minister gives further consideration to the advice referred to in paragraph 2. 


4. If the Minister requires additional information for the purpose of making the decision, the Minister is satisfied that the 
applicant in respect of whom the decision is being made has taken all reasonable steps to ensure that the required 
information is provided to the Minister. 


4. The heading to Part II and the heading immediately before section 2 of the Regulation are revoked and the 
following substituted:

6. (1) Paragraph 2 of subsection 3 (2) of the Regulation is revoked. 


(2) Paragraph 3 of subsection 3 (2) of the Regulation is amended by adding “including any credits or credentials 
recognized by the institution for the purposes of the student’s program but awarded by another institution” at the 
end. 


7. The heading to Part III and the heading immediately before section 4 of the Regulation are revoked and the 
following substituted: 


PRIVATE INSTITUTIONS — PREREQUISITES FOR CONSENT 
8. The heading immediately before section 6 of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 


PRIVATE INSTITUTIONS — CONDITIONS THAT APPLY TO CONSENTS 
9. (1) Paragraph 2 of subsection 6 (2) of the Regulation is revoked. 


(2) Paragraph 3 of subsection 6 (2) of the Regulation is amended by adding “including any credits or credentials 
recognized by the institution for the purposes of the student’s program but awarded by another institution” at the 
end. 


10. The Regulation is amended by adding the following Parts: 


PART III 
CLAIMS AGAINST SECURITY 
Application of Part 


13. This Part governs claims made against security maintained by a private institution in connection with a consent given 
under the Act for a program, if the security has been paid to the Crown as a result of a direction given by the Minister. 


Claim for payment 


14. (1) An individual who is or was a student in the program, as the case may be, for which the security was maintained 
may apply in writing to the Minister for a payment from the forfeited security within two years after the date of the forfeiture. 


(2) The individual is eligible for a payment if he or she is entitled to a refund of tuition fees for the program, as the case 
may be, and has not been paid the amount to which he or she is entitled. 


(3) The amount that an individual is eligible to claim is the amount of the refund of tuition fees that has not been paid. 


(4) For the purposes of this section, an individual’s entitlement to a refund of tuition fees is to be determined with 
reference to the conditions of the consent given under the Act for the program as set out in Part II. 


Payment of claims 
15. (1) Ifthe Minister is satisfied that a claim is valid, he or she shall pay the claim in accordance with this section. 


(2) If the amount of the forfeited security paid to the Crown is sufficient to satisfy all claims against the security made 
within two years after the date of forfeiture, the Minister shall pay the full amount of each claim. 
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(3) If the amount of the forfeited security paid to the Crown is not sufficient to satisfy all those claims, the Minister shall 
make proportionate payments with respect to each claim. 


(4) If the amount of the forfeited security paid to the Crown exceeds the amount required to satisfy all those claims, the 
Minister shall pay the excess amount to the authorized issuer or guarantor of the security. 


PART IV 
DECISIONS, ORDERS AND APPEALS 


DECISIONS AND ORDERS 
General requirements 


16. A decision by the Minister to amend, suspend, revoke or reinstate a consent under section 6 of the Act or an order 
made by the Minister under section 10 of the Act must be made in writing and must set out the reasons for the decision or 
order. 


When decision or order effective 


17. (1) A decision or order that may be appealed to the Tribunal comes into effect on the date specified in the decision or 
order or 15 days after the day on which the decision or order is served on, or deemed under subsection 12.1 (5) of the Act to 
be served on, the person who has the affected consent, whichever is later. 


(2) If a decision or order is appealed to the Tribunal or to the Divisional Court, the decision or order is stayed until the 
appeal is finally determined unless the Tribunal or Court, as the case may be, decides otherwise. 


Appeal of order 


18. A person in respect of whom the Minister makes an order under section 10 of the Act may appeal the order to the 
Tribunal by filing a notice of appeal with the Tribunal within 15 days after the person receives the order. 


AMENDMENT OF A CONSENT 
Amendment upon request 


19. (1) Upon the written request of the person who has a consent, the Minister may amend the consent under clause 6 (1) 
(c) or (d) of the Act to authorize an existing program to be offered at one additional campus or premises specified in the 
amendment. 


(2) Section 20 of this Regulation does not apply with respect to an amendment requested by the person who has the 
consent. 


Appeal if a request is refused 


20. (1) A person whose request for an amendment under section 19 is refused in whole or in part may appeal the refusal to 
the Tribunal. 


(2) A college of applied arts and technology is not entitled to appeal a refusal, in whole or in part, of a request to make an 
amendment. 


Proposal to amend a consent 


21. (1) If the Minister proposes to amend a consent under clause 6 (1) (c) or (d) of the Act, the Minister shall give notice 
of the proposal, together with reasons, to the person who has the consent. 


(2) The notice must be in writing and it must indicate that the person is entitled to make written representations about the 
proposed amendment within 30 days after the notice is given or within such longer period as the notice may specify. 


(3) The Minister shall consider such representations as he or she received within the period specified in the notice. 


(4) After the period for making representations has expired, the Minister may proceed with the amendment either as it was 
described in the proposal or with such changes as he or she considers appropriate; the Minister may also decide not to 
proceed further with the proposal. 


(5) The Minister shall give notice of his or her decision concerning the proposal to the person who has the consent. 
Appeal of an amendment 


22. (1) A person whose consent is amended under clause 6 (1) (c) or (d) of the Act may appeal the amendment to the 
Tribunal by filing a notice of appeal with the Tribunal within 15 days after the person receives the decision amending the 
consent. 


(2) An amendment requested under section 19 of this Regulation cannot be appealed in whole or in part. 


(3) A person cannot appeal an amendment if the person did not make written representations about the proposed 
amendment in accordance with section 21 of this Regulation. 
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(4) If the amendment made by the Minister is different from the proposed amendment, a person may appeal the 
amendment, despite subsection (3), even though the person did not make written representations about the proposed 
amendment. 


(5) A college of applied arts and technology is not entitled to appeal an amendment in whole or in part. 


CANCELLATION OF A CONSENT 
Cancellation upon request 


23. (1) The Minister may cancel a consent under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act upon the written request of the person who has 
the consent and may impose conditions with respect to the cancellation. 


(2) The written request must be made in a form approved by the Minister. 


SUSPENSION OF A CONSENT 
Proposal to suspend a consent 


24. (1) Ifthe Minister proposes to suspend a consent under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act, the Minister shall give notice of the 
proposal, together with reasons, to the person who has the consent. 


(2) The notice must be in writing and it must indicate that the person is entitled to make written representations about the 
proposed suspension within 30 days after the notice is given or within such longer period as the notice may specify. 


(3) The Minister shall consider such representations as he or she received within the period specified in the notice. 


(4) After the period for making representations has expired, the Minister may proceed with the suspension either as it was 
described in the proposal or with such changes as he or she considers appropriate; the Minister may also decide not to 
proceed further with the proposal. 


(5) The Minister shall give notice of his or her decision concerning the proposal to the person who has the consent. 
Immediate suspension 


25. (1) Despite section 24 of this Regulation, the Minister may decide to suspend a consent under clause 6 (1) (a) of the 
Act without first making a proposal if, in his or her opinion, the suspension is necessary for the immediate protection of the 
interests of students. 


(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), the Minister may decide that a suspension is necessary for the 
immediate protection of the interests of students if the person with the consent does not maintain the security or the trust 
fund, if any, required by the consent for prepaid tuition fees. 


Appeal of a suspension 


26. (1) A person whose consent is suspended under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act may appeal the suspension to the Tribunal 
by filing a notice of appeal with the Tribunal within 15 days after the person receives the decision suspending the consent. 


(2) A college of applied arts and technology is not entitled to appeal a suspension under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act. 
REVOCATION OF A CONSENT 


Proposal to revoke a consent 


27. (1) If the Minister proposes to revoke a consent under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act, the Minister shall give notice of the 
proposal, together with reasons, to the person who has the consent. 


(2) The notice must be in writing and it must indicate that the person is entitled to make written representations about the 
proposed revocation within 30 days after the notice is given or within such longer period as the notice may specify. 


(3) The Minister shall consider such representations as he or she received within the period specified in the notice. 


(4) After the period for making representations has expired, the Minister may proceed with the revocation either as it was 
described in the proposal or with such changes as he or she considers appropriate; the Minister may also decide not to 
proceed further with the proposal. 


(5) The Minister shall give notice of his or her decision concerning the proposal to the person who has the consent. 
Appeal of a revocation 


28. (1) A person whose consent is revoked under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act may appeal the revocation to the Tribunal by 
filing a notice of appeal with the Tribunal within 15 days after the person receives the decision revoking the consent. 


(2) A college of applied arts and technology is not entitled to appeal a revocation under clause 6 (1) (a) of the Act. 
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REINSTATEMENT OF A CONSENT 
Proposal to reinstate a consent 


29. (1) If the Minister proposes to reinstate a consent under clause 6 (1) (b) of the Act, with or without conditions, the 
Minister shall give notice of the proposal, together with reasons, to the person who had the consent. 


(2) The notice must be in writing and it must indicate that the person is entitled to make written representations about the 
proposed reinstatement within 30 days after the notice is given or within such longer period as the notice may specify. 


(3) The Minister shall consider such representations as he or she received within the period specified in the notice. 


(4) After the period for making representations has expired, the Minister may proceed with the reinstatement either as it 
was described in the proposal or with such changes as he or she considers appropriate; the Minister may also decide not to 
proceed further with the proposal. 


(5) The Minister shall give notice of his or her decision concerning the proposal to the person who had the consent. 


Appeal of a reinstatement 


30. (1) A person whose consent is reinstated under clause 6 (1) (b) of the Act with or without conditions may appeal the 
reinstatement or any condition of the reinstatement to the Tribunal by filing a notice of appeal with the Tribunal within 15 
days after the person receives the decision reinstating the consent. 


(2) A person cannot appeal the reinstatement or a condition if the person did not make written representations about the 
proposed reinstatement in accordance with section 29 of this Regulation. 


(3) A college of applied arts and technology is not entitled to appeal a reinstatement. 
APPEALS 


Powers of the Tribunal 


31. (1) On an appeal, the Tribunal may make any order that the Tribunal considers appropriate and may substitute its 
opinion for that of the Minister. 


(2) Without limiting the generality of subsection (1), the Tribunal may refer a matter back to the Minister for 
reconsideration. 


(3) The Tribunal may attach such conditions to its order as it considers appropriate. 
Procedural matters 
32. (1) The parties to an appeal to the Tribunal are the appellant and the Minister. 
(2) The appellant has the onus of proving that the Minister’s decision or order is unreasonable. 


(3) The oral evidence taken before the Tribunal must be recorded and, if so required, copies of a transcript of the oral 
evidence must be furnished upon the same terms as in the Superior Court of Justice. 


Appeal to court 
33. An order of the Tribunal may be appealed to the Divisional Court. 


GENERAL 
Notices 


34. (1) Notices required by this Regulation may be given to a person by ordinary mail or by personal delivery or by fax to 
the person’s address as reflected in the records of the Ministry or, if the person is a corporation, to its head office in Ontario 
as reflected in the records of the Ministry. 


(2) A notice sent by ordinary mail shall be deemed to have been received on the third day after the date on which it is 
mailed. 


PART V 
ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTIES 


Prescribed penalties for prescribed contraventions 


35. (1) The administrative penalty for the first contravention of one or more provisions set out in a single item of Table 1 
is the amount set out for that item in Column 2 of Table 1. 


(2) If, within three years after the first contravention of a provision set out in an item of Table 1, a subsequent 
contravention of a provision set out in the same item occurs, the administrative penalty is, 


(a) for the second contravention, twice the amount set out for that item in Column 2 of Table 1; 


(b) for the third contravention, three times the amount set out for that item in Column 2 of Table 1; 
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(c) for each contravention after the third, four times the amount set out for that item in Column 2 of Table 1. 


(3) If a contravention of one or more provisions set out in a single item of Table 1 continues for more than three 
successive days after the day the notice of contravention is served or deemed to be served under subsection 12.1 (5) of the 
Act, and the Minister or his or her designate determines that the circumstances described in one or more paragraphs of 
subsection (4) exist, the administrative penalty is determined according to the following formula: 


AxB 
where, 
A is the amount determined under subsection (1) or (2), and 


B is the number of successive days, following the first three days after the day the notice of contravention is served or 
deemed to be served under subsection 12.1 (5) of the Act, that the contravention of a provision set out in that item 
continues. 


(4) The circumstances referred to in subsection (3) are the following: 
1. The person has a history of non-compliance with the Act or the regulations, as evidenced by, 
i. reports on the results of inspections conducted under section 9 of the Act, 
ii. orders made by the Minister under section 10 or 10.9 of the Act, or 
ili. convictions for offences committed under section 11 of the Act. 
2. The person is contravening or has previously contravened section 2 or 3 of the Act. 


(5) When issuing a notice of contravention to a person under subsection 10.2 (1) of the Act, the Minister’s designate shall 
issue only one notice of contravention for all contraventions that have occurred or are occurring at the same time. 


(6) The maximum total amount that a notice of contravention may require a person to pay for all contraventions set out in 
the notice is $250,000. 


Application for review of notice of contravention 


36. An application to the Minister under subsection 10.2 (6) of the Act for review of a notice of contravention shall set out 
the grounds on which the review is sought and shall be accompanied by the documentary evidence, if any, that is relevant to 
the review.

(3) In this section, 


“Ready to Learn” and “Ready 2 Learn” mean a play-based program for junior kindergarten and kindergarten children that 
complements the junior kindergarten and kindergarten program and that is delivered during the school day when junior 
kindergarten and kindergarten are not offered.

ACCOUNTING POLICIES AND PRACTICES 


PUBLIC ENTITIES 
Depreciable tangible capital assets, etc. 
1. (1) In its accounts, a public entity shall recognize the following items as deferred capital contributions: 


1. Contributions received or receivable by the public entity for the purpose of acquiring or developing a depreciable 
tangible capital asset for use in providing services. 


2. Contributions in the form of depreciable tangible assets received or receivable by the public entity for use in providing 
services. 


(2) In its accounts, a public entity shall reduce its liability for deferred capital contributions in respect of a depreciable 
tangible capital asset at the same rate as the rate at which amortization is recognized in respect of the asset, and shall account 
for the reduction of the liability in the periods during which the asset is used to provide services. 


(3) In its accounts, a public entity shall recognize, as revenue, the capital contributions in respect of a depreciable tangible 
capital asset at the same rate as the rate at which amortization is recognized in respect of the asset, and shall account for the 
revenue in the periods during which the asset is used to provide services. 


(4) If the net book value of a depreciable tangible capital asset is reduced for any reason other than amortization, a public 
entity shall, in its accounts, recognize a proportionate reduction of the deferred capital contributions for the asset and a 
proportionate increase in the revenue from deferred capital contributions for the asset.

1. Part I of Regulation 909 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is amended by adding the following section 
before the heading “Significant Shareholder Plans”: 


47.8 (1) Subsection 9 (1) of Schedule III of the federal investment regulations, as defined in section 66, does not apply in 
respect of a derivative contract described in subparagraph 4 11 of subsection 35.1 (5) of the Ontario Municipal Employees 
Retirement System Act, 2006 if the following conditions are satisfied: 


1. The return is based on the performance of all or, with regards to the number of investments, a diversified part of the 
pension fund maintained to provide benefits in respect of any of the OMERS pension plans. 


2. The derivative contract is entered into by an administrator with either, 


i. a corporation that is an authorized subsidiary of the OMERS Administration Corporation under section 35.1 of 
the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System Act, 2006, or 


li. an investment entity described in subsection 35.1 (4) of the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System Act, 
2006. 


3. After the administrator enters into the derivative contract, not more than 10 per cent of the total book value of the 
pension fund of the pension plan administered by the administrator is directly or indirectly invested in any one 
underlying asset, business or investment. 


(2) In this section, 


“OMERS pension plans” has the same meaning as in subsection | (1) of the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement 
System Act, 2006.

ENERGY CONSERVATION AND DEMAND MANAGEMENT PLANS 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 

“municipal service board” means, 
(a) a municipal service board or joint municipal service board established or continued under the Municipal Act, 2001, 
(b) acity board or joint city board established or continued under the City of Toronto Act, 2006, or 


(c) a joint board established in accordance with a transfer order made under the Municipal Water and Sewage Transfer 
Act, 1997; (“commission de services municipaux’’) 


“post-secondary educational institution” means a university in Ontario, a college of applied arts and technology in Ontario or 
another post-secondary educational institution in Ontario, if the university, college or institution receives an annual 
operating grant; (“établissement d’enseignement postsecondaire”’) 


“public hospital” means, 
(a) a hospital within the meaning of the Public Hospitals Act, or 
(b) the University of Ottawa Heart Institute/Institut de cardiologie de l’Université d’ Ottawa; (“hdpital public”) 


“school board” means a board within the meaning of the Education Act. (“conseil scolaire’’) 
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Application 

2. Sections 4, 5 and 6 apply only to public agencies prescribed by section 3. 
Public agencies 

3. The following are prescribed as public agencies for the purposes of the Act: 
Every municipality. 
Every municipal service board. 


Every post-secondary educational institution.

Every public hospital. 
5. Every school board. 
Energy conservation and demand management plans 


4. (1) A public agency shall prepare, publish, make available to the public and implement energy conservation and 
demand management plans or joint plans in accordance with sections 6 and 7 of the Act and with this Regulation. 


(2) An energy conservation and demand management plan is composed of two parts as follows: 
1. A summary of the public agency’s annual energy consumption and greenhouse gas emissions for its operations. 


2. A description of previous, current and proposed measures for conserving and otherwise reducing the amount of energy 
consumed by the public agency’s operations and for managing the public agency’s demand for energy, including a 
forecast of the expected results of current and proposed measures. 


Summary of annual energy consumption and greenhouse gas emissions 


5. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a summary of the public agency’s annual energy consumption and greenhouse gas 
emissions must include a list of the energy consumption and greenhouse gas emissions for the year with respect to each of the 
public agency’s operations that are set out in Table | of this Regulation for the type of public agency to which the public 
agency belongs and that are conducted in buildings or facilities the public agency owns or leases that, 


(a) are heated or cooled and in respect of which the public agency is issued the invoices and is responsible for making the 
payments for the building or facility’s energy consumption; or 


(b) are related to the treatment or pumping of water or sewage, whether or not the building or facility is heated or cooled, 
and in respect of which the public agency is issued the invoices and is responsible for making the payments for the 
building or facility’s energy consumption. 


(2) If only part of a building or facility where an operation is conducted is heated or cooled, the public agency’s summary 
referred to in subsection (1) must only include energy consumption and greenhouse gas emissions for the part of the building 
or facility where the operation is conducted that is heated or cooled. 


(3) The public agency’s summary referred to in subsection (1) must be prepared using the form entitled “Energy 
Consumption and Greenhouse Gas Emissions Template” that is available from the Ministry and must include the following 
information and calculations for each of the public agency’s operations: 


1. The address at which the operation is conducted. 

2. The type of operation. 

3. The total floor area of the indoor space in which the operation is conducted. 
4 


. A description of the days and hours in the year during which the operation is conducted and, if the operation is 
conducted on a seasonal basis, the period or periods during the year when it is conducted.

The types of energy purchased for the year and consumed in connection with the operation. 
6. The total amount of each type of energy purchased for the year and consumed in connection with the operation. 


7. The total amount of greenhouse gas emissions for the year with respect to each type of energy purchased and 
consumed in connection with the operation. 


8. The greenhouse gas emissions and energy consumption for the year from conducting the operation, calculating, 
i. the annual mega watt hours per mega litre of water treated and distributed, if the operation is a water works, 


ii. the annual mega watt hours per mega litre of sewage treated and distributed, if the operation is a sewage works, 
or 


ili. per unit of floor space of the building or facility in which the operation is conducted, in any other case. 
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(4) If a public agency conducts, in the same building or facility, more than one operation set out in Table | of this 
Regulation for the type of public agency to which the public agency belongs, it shall make a reasonable allocation of the 
amount of energy purchased and consumed for the year among each of those operations. 


(5) In preparing its annual Energy Consumption and Greenhouse Gas Emission Template, a public agency may exclude its 
energy consumption and green house gas emissions relating to its temporary use of an emergency or back-up generator in 
order to continue operations. 


(6) On or before July 1, 2013, every public agency shall submit to the Minister, publish on its website and intranet site, if 
it has either or both, and make available to the public in printed form at its head office the public agency’s Energy 
Consumption and Greenhouse Gas Emission Template for operations conducted in 2011. 


(7) On or before July 1 of each year after 2013, every public agency shall submit to the Minister, publish on its website 
and intranet site, if it has either or both, and make available to the public in printed form at its head office the public agency’s 
Energy Consumption and Greenhouse Gas Emission Template for operations conducted in the year following the year to 
which the last annual Template related. 


(8) The following information, if applicable, must also be submitted, published and made available to the public with 
every Energy Consumption and Greenhouse Gas Emission Template: 


1. Ifthe operation is a school operated by a school board, 
i. the number of classrooms in temporary accommodations at the school during the year, and 
il. whether there is an indoor swimming pool in the school. 


2. If the public agency is a public hospital, whether a facility operated by the public hospital is a chronic or acute care 
facility, or both. 


Energy conservation and demand management measures 


6. (1) On or before July 1, 2014, every public agency shall publish on its website and intranet site, if it has either or both, 
and make available to the public in printed form at its head office, 


(a) the information referred to in subsection 6 (5) of the Act with respect to each of the public agency’s operations set out 
in Table | of this Regulation for the type of public agency to which the public agency belongs; 


(b) the information referred to in paragraph 2 of subsection 4 (2) of this Regulation with respect to each of the public 
agency’s operations set out in Table | of this Regulation for the type of public agency to which the public agency 
belongs; and 


(c) the following information: 


(1) information on the public agency’s annual energy consumption during the last year for which complete 
information is available for a full year, 


(ii) the public agency’s goals and objectives for conserving and otherwise reducing energy consumption and 
managing its demand for energy, 


(111) the public agency’s proposed measures under its energy conservation and demand management plan, 
(iv) cost and saving estimates for its proposed measures, 


(v) adescription of any renewable energy generation facility operated by the public agency and the amount of energy 
produced on an annual basis by the facility, 


(vi) a description of, 


(A) the ground source energy harnessed, if any, by ground source heat pump technology operated by the public 
agency, 


(B) the solar energy harnessed, if any, by thermal air technology or thermal water technology operated by the 
public agency, and 


(C) the proposed plan, if any, to operate heat pump technology, thermal air technology or thermal water 
technology in the future, 


(vil) the estimated length of time the public agency’s energy conservation and demand management measures will be 
in place, and 


(viii) confirmation that the energy conservation and demand management plan has been approved by the public 
agency’s senior management. 


(2) In addition to publishing and making available the required information with respect to the operations mentioned in 
clauses (1) (a) and (b), a public agency may also publish information with respect to any other operation that it conducts. 
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(3) On or before July 1, 2019 and on or before every fifth anniversary thereafter, every public agency shall publish on its 
website and intranet site, if it has either or both, and make available to the public in printed form at its head office all of the 
information that is required to be published and made available under subsection (1), the Energy Consumption and 
Greenhouse Gas Emission Template that is required to be submitted and published on or before July | of that year and the 
following information: 


1. A description of current and proposed measures for conserving and otherwise reducing energy consumption and 
managing its demand for energy. 


2. A revised forecast of the expected results of the current and proposed measures. 
3. A report of the actual results achieved. 


4. A description of any proposed changes to be made to assist the public agency in reaching any targets it has established 
or forecasts it has made. 


(4) If a public agency initiated energy conservation measures or energy demand management measures before July 1, 
2014, the public agency may also include in its first plan information on the results of those measures.

(4) Hydro One Inc. is permitted to file a consolidated return for itself and on behalf of its subsidiaries and, if it does so, the 
properties owned by the subsidiaries are deemed, for the purposes of this section, to be owned by Hydro One Inc. and to be 
properties on which it is liable to make payments under subsection 92 (1) of the Act. 


(5) In this section, 


“municipal tax bill” means, in relation to a property, the tax bill issued for a particular year under section 343 of the 
Municipal Act, 2001 by a local municipality or under section 307 or 308 of the City of Toronto Act, 2006 by the City of 
Toronto. 


Returns, taxatio years before 2011 


5. (1) This section applies if the amount payable by an entity under subsection 92 (1) of the Act with respect to a property 
for any taxation year from 1999 to 2010, determined under section 3 of this Re ulation, is different from the amount, if any, 
that was payable by the entity for that year as determined under the predecessor re ulation (Ontario Re ulation 224/00). 


(2) The entity shall file a return or an amended return for the year with the Minister of Revenue on or before January 31, 
2012. 


(3) Subsections 4 (1), (3) and (4) apply, with necessary modifications, with respect to the return or amended return for a 
year. 


PAYMENTS IN LIEU 
Payme ts by O tario Power Ge eratio I c. 


6. (1) For 2011 and subsequent taxation years, Ontario Power Generation Inc. or its subsidiary, as the case may be, shall 
make monthly payments to the Financial Corporation with respect to its liability under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for each 
property it owns that has a roll number set out in Table | or 3. 


(2) Payments with respect to each property must be made on or before the 16th day of the month and, 


(a) the amount of each payment to be made in the first nine months of a year must be 1/12 of the total amount paid with 
respect to the property for the precedin year; and 


(b) the amount of each payment to be made in the remainin three months of the year must be 1/3 of the difference 
between the total amount payable for the year under subsection 92 (1) of the Act with respect to the property and the 
sum of the amounts paid in the first nine months of the year under clause (a). 


(3) If Ontario Power Generation Inc. or a subsidiary, as the case may be, acquires a property on or after January | but 
before October 16 in a year, the amount payable under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for that year shall be paid in three equal 
instalments on or before October 16, November 16 and December 16 of that year. 


(4) If Ontario Power Generation Inc. or a subsidiary, as the case may be, acquires a property on or after October 16 in a 
year, the amount payable under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for that year shall be included in the first payment made under 
subsection (1) in the followin year. 


(5) If subsection (4) applies, the monthly payment with respect to the property for the subsequent year shall be determined 
as if the property had been owned by Ontario Power Generation Inc. or the subsidiary for the entire year in which the 
property was acquired. 


(6) If Ontario Power Generation Inc. or a subsidiary disposed of a property after January | of a year, the payments made 
under clause (2) (a) or (b) may be adjusted to eliminate any payment made in respect of the property commencin in the 
month after the disposition of the property. 
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(7) If subsection (6) applies, the monthly payments for a subsequent year shall be determined as if the property had not 
been owned by Ontario Power Generation Inc. or the subsidiary for the entire year in which the property was disposed of. 


(8) Ontario Power Generation Inc. is permitted to make consolidated payments under this section for itself and on behalf 
of its subsidiaries with respect to their liabilities under subsection 92 (1) of the Act. 


Payme ts by HydroO el c. 


7. (1) For 2011 and subsequent taxation years, Hydro One Inc. or its subsidiary, as the case may be, shall make two 
payments to the Financial Corporation with respect to its liability under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for each property it owns 
that has a roll number set out in Table | or 3. 


(2) An interim payment with respect to each property must be made on or before April 16, and the amount of the interim 
payment is SO per cent of the total amount paid with respect to the property for the precedin year. 


(3) A final payment with respect to each property must be made on or before October 16, and the amount of the final 
payment is the difference between the amount of the interim payment, if any, and the amount payable for the year under 
subsection 92 (1) of the Act with respect to the property. 


(4) If Hydro One Inc. or the subsidiary, as the case may be, acquires a property whose roll number is set out in any of the 
Tables and the property is acquired on or after January | but before October 16, the followin rules apply: 


1. The amount payable under subsection 92 (1) for the year must be paid on or before October 16. 


2. The interim payment with respect to the property for the subsequent year is 50 per cent of the amount that would have 
been payable for the year in which the property was acquired, had subsection 92 (1) of the Act applied to the property 
for the full year. 


(5) If Hydro One Inc. or the subsidiary, as the case may be, acquires a property on or after October 16 in a year, the 
amount payable under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for the year must be included in the interim payment to be made in the 
followin year. 


(6) Hydro One Inc. is permitted to make consolidated payments under this section for itself and on behalf of its 
subsidiaries with respect to their liabilities under subsection 92 (1) of the Act. 


Payme ts by HydroO el c., re returns for taxatio years before 2011 


8. (1) This section applies if Hydro One Inc. or its subsidiary is required by section 5 to file a return or amended return 
with respect to a property for any taxation year from 1999 to 2010. 


(2) In its return or amended return, Hydro One Inc. or the subsidiary shall pay to the Financial Corporation any amount 
owin as set out in the return or amended return and, if an overpayment has been made accordin to the return or amended 
return, the amount of the overpayment shall be refunded. 


(3) Subsections 4 (4) and 7 (6) apply, with necessary modifications, with respect to the requirements set out in subsections 
(1) and (2). 


Payme ts by mu icipal electricity utilities 


9. (1) For 2011 and subsequent taxation years, each municipal electricity utility shall make two payments to the Financial 
Corporation with respect to its liability under subsection 92 (1) of the Act for each property it owns that has a roll number set 
out in Table 2, 4, 5 or 6. 


(2) Subsections 7 (2), (3), (4) and (5) apply, with necessary modifications, with respect to the payments to be made by 
each municipal electricity utility. 


Payme ts by mu icipal electricity utilities, re returns for taxatio years before 2011 


10. (1) This section applies if a municipal electricity utility is required by section 5 to file a return or an amended return 
with respect to a property for any taxation year from 1999 to 2010. 


(2) In its return or amended return, the municipal electricity utility shall pay to the Financial Corporation any amount 
owin as set out in the return or amended return and, if an overpayment has been made accordin to the return or amended 
return, the amount of the overpayment shall be refunded. 


Mi imum amou t of all payme ts 


11. (1) Despite sections 6, 7 and 9, if the total amount determined to be payable under subsection 92 (1) of the Act by an 
entity for a year with respect to all of its properties referred to in Tables 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 is less than $50, no payment shall 
be made and, if that amount is less than $100, payment shall be made with the filin of the return under section 4. 


(2) If either Ontario Power Generation Inc. or Hydro One Inc. makes consolidated payments under section 6 or 7 for itself 
and on behalf of its subsidiaries, the amounts referred to in subsection (1) apply with respect to the total amount of the 
consolidated payments.

(3) Despite sections 8 and 10, if the total amount determined to be payable by an entity for a year in connection with the 
returns or amended returns required by section 5 with respect to all of its properties is less than $50, no payment shall be 
made and, if that amount is less than $100, payment shall be made with the filin of the returns or amended returns. 


(4) If Hydro One Inc. makes consolidated payments under section 8 for itself and on behalf of its subsidiaries, the amounts 
referred to in subsection (3) apply with respect to the total amount of the consolidated payments.

12. (1) Interest is payable on any amount that is not paid when it is due. 


(2) The amount of the interest is determined at the same rate and in the same manner as interest on overdue amounts under 
the Corporations Tax Act. 


(3) If the amount prescribed for the purposes of clause 92 (1) (a) of the Act chan es after the return or an amended return 
for the year has been filed or if no return is filed, interest is payable on any refund that becomes payable as a result of the 
chan e¢ in the prescribed amount, and the interest is payable for the period from the date of the overpayment to the Financial 
Corporation and is determined at the rates determined for overpayments under the Corporations Tax Act. 


Penalty 0 overdue payme ts 
13. (1) A penalty is payable with respect to any amount that is not paid when it is due. 


(2) The amount of the penalty is $6 or 5 per cent of the amount due, whichever is _reater.

1. (1) Subsectio 1 (1) of Regulatio 440 of the Revised Regulations of O tario, 1990 is amended by adding the 
following defi itions: 
“Association” means the Ontario Fruit and Ve etable Processors’ Association; (“Association”) 


* reen shipper” means any person who buys or acquires cucumbers or peppers from producers for the purpose of sellin 
them to processors, and who may, before sellin the cucumbers or peppers to a processor, 


(a) clean and separate them, 

(b) in the case of cucumbers, brine them to extend their stora e life, 

(c) inspect them, or 

(d) sort them by size, rade, class or variety; (“expéditeur vert”) 

(2) Sectio 1 ofthe Regulatio is amended by adding the following subsections: 
(3) Ifa person is both a processor and a_reen shipper of cucumbers, 


(a) the person is deemed not to be a reen shipper of cucumbers for the purposes of this Re ulation; and 
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(b) all purchases or sales of cucumbers carried out by the person, whether for processin or reenshippin purposes, shall 
be deemed to be purchases or sales carried out by a processor for the purposes of this Re ulation. 


(4) Ifa person is both a processor and a_reen shipper of peppers, 
(a) the person is deemed not to be a_reen shipper of peppers for the purposes of this Re ulation; and 


(b) all purchases or sales of peppers carried out by the person, whether for processin or reen shippin purposes, shall be 
deemed to be purchases or sales carried out by a processor for the purposes of this Re ulation.

15.2 Every year, negotiatin a encies shall be established in accordance with this Re ulation to adopt or settle the 
followin matters by a reement: 


1. Minimum prices for ve etables, includin any class, variety, rade or size of ve etables. 

2. Terms, conditions and forms of a reements relatin to the producin and marketin of ve etables. 

3. Any char es, costs or expenses relatin to the production or marketin of ve etables.

2. Negotiatin a encies are constituted for the purposes of the second round of negotiations under section 17 and any 
additional round of negotiations under section 19. 


15.4 (1) A negotiatin a ency fora ve etable shall be composed of the followin parties: 
1. The local board. 
2. Every processor or reen shipper of the ve etable that, 


i. has been appointed by the Association under section 16 or by the local board under section 16.1 as a party to the 
negotiatin a ency for the purposes of the first round of negotiations, or 


ii. is constituted as a party to the negotiatin a ency under section 17 or 19 for the purposes of the second round of 
negotiations or an additional round of negotiations. 


(2) Subject to subsection (12), the parties to a negotiatin a ency shall appoint members to the a ency who shall negotiate 
the matters described in section 15.2 on behalf of the parties. 


(3) There shall be no more than 20 members of each negotiatin a ency and the members shall be appointed as follows: 
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1. A maximum of 10 individuals shall be appointed by the local board. 
2. A maximum of 10 individuals shall be appointed either, 
i. by the processor or reen shipper, if only one processor or reen shipper is a party to the a ency, or 


il. jointly by the processors, if any, who are parties to the a ency and the reen shippers, if any, who are parties to 
the a ency. 


(4) The members of a negotiatin a ency shall be appointed within the time frame required for each round of negotiations 
under subsection 16.2 (1), 18 (1) or 19 (4), as the case may be. 


(5) The parties who appoint the members to a negotiatin a ency shall give the Commission written notice of the 
appointments within the time frames referred to in subsection (4) and the notice shall include, for each appointee, 


(a) his or her name; and 


(b) his or her business address and phone number or, if there is no business address and phone number, his or her personal 
address and phone number. 


(6) If members are appointed jointly to a negotiatin a ency under subpara raph 2 11 of subsection (3), the notice 
requirements in subsection (5) are met if notice is given jointly by the processors, if any, who are parties to the a ency and 
the reen shippers, if any, who are parties to the a ency. 


(7) If the local board or the other parties to a negotiatin a ency fail to appoint members to the a ency or to give the 
Commission notice of the appointments within the time frame referred to in subsection (4), the Commission shall appoint 
such members as it deems appropriate to represent the local board or the other parties, as the case may be. 


(8) The members of a negotiatin a ency appointed under this section shall be individuals and shall not be corporations or 
other entities. 


(9) A member of a negotiatin a ency appointed under this section shall hold office from the time of his or her 
appointment until the earlier of, 


(a) the day a successor is appointed; or 
(b) January 15 of the year followin the year in respect of which he or she was appointed. 


(10) If a member appointed to a negotiatin a ency becomes unable or unwillin to act before negotiations end under 
subsection 16.2 (2), 18 (5) or 19 (6), as the case may be, the party or parties who appointed the member under subsection (3) 
shall, no later than the seventh day after the vacancy arises, 


(a) appoint an individual as a replacement; and 
(b) give written notice to the Commission of, 
(1) the replacement’s name, and 


(11) the replacement’s business address and phone number or, if he or she does not have a business address and phone 
number, his or her personal address and phone number. 


(11) If the Commission does not receive notice of a replacement within the time specified under subsection (10), the 
Commission may appoint the replacement. 


(12) The parties to a negotiatin a ency constituted for the purposes of the second round of negotiations are not required 
to appoint members to the a ency if they opt not to negotiate their own a reement under subsection 17 (3). 


6. Sectio 16 ofthe Regulatio is revoked and the following substituted: 


FIRST ROUND OF NEGOTIATIONS 


16. (1) For the purpose of the first round of negotiations of a reements relatin to the producin and marketin of 
ve etables in any given year, the Association may establish the followin number of negotiatin a encies on or before the 
date specified in subsection (5): 


1. One negotiatin a ency for each ve etable, subject to para raphs 2 and 3. 
2. A maximum of two negotiatin a encies for cauliflowers and for peppers. 
3. A maximum of three negotiatin a encies for tomatoes. 


(2) In establishin a negotiatin a ency for a ve etable, the Association shall determine which processors and reen 
shippers of the ve etable to appoint as parties to the a ency.

(111) a combination of one or more processors and one or more reen shippers of the ve etable. 
(4) On or before the date specified in subsection (5) in any given year, the Association shall,

to ether with the name and business address and phone number of each processor and reen shipper that it has

the a ency in accordance with section 15.4 within two days after the applicable day set out in Column IV of the Schedule to 
this Re ulation. 


(2) If a processor or reen shipper of a ve etable has received a document from the local board under subsection 17 (2) 
and fails to reply to it in accordance with subsection 17 (3), the local board may impose on the processor or reen shipper one 
of the a reements that are or will be concluded, or one of the awards that are or will be made, as the case may be, for the 
relevant ve etable in the first round of negotiations.

ADDITIONAL NEGOTIATIONS 


19. (1) Ifa processor or reen shipper of a ve etable was not a party to a negotiatin a ency for that ve etable for the 
purposes of the first or second round of negotiations after the day set out in Column V of the Schedule to this Re ulation, the 
local board shall, 


(a) impose ana reement or award for that ve etable on the processor or reen shipper; or 
(b) notify the processor or reen shipper and the Commission in writin of its intention to negotiate. 


(2) If a processor or reen shipper receives a notice of intent to negotiate from the local board, the local board and either 
the processor or reen shipper, as the case may be, are constituted as a negotiatin a ency for that ve etable for the purposes 
of the additional round of negotiations for the year in question.
